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This is Number 1,880 of the Army and Navy Journal, 
the first number having appeared August 29, 1863. 
It commences the thirty-seventh volume of the Journal, 
and we shall publish our usual index of Volume 36 in the 
number for September 16. We enter on the new year 
with a much larger subscription list than we have ever 
had, and the prospect for future growth was never 80 
good. 


Approval has been given by the War Department to 
the new project prepared by the engineers for the forti- 
fications at Fort Monroe. The plan received the ap- 
proval of the Board of WDngineers and General Wilson 
before being sent to the Secretary of War. Under it 
there will be a saving to the Government of about $3,- 
000,000 as compared to the project which was submitted 
and adopted ten years ago, while, in the opinion of the 
engineers, the defences will be absolutely impregnable. 

The Woman’s Army and Navy League, Washington, 
D. C., request contributions of one dollar or more to 
enable them to grant an official request received from the 
Quartermaster General’s Office for organs to be placed 
on each of the splendid U. 8. Army transports: Logan 
and Thomas, which, with nearly 4,000 men on board, sail 
early in October for Manila. A request for an organ for 
the U. S. Training Ship Hartford has also been received 
from her Commanding Officer.

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Pnlistments for the line of the Army during the month 
of July, 1899, aggregated 2,991, divided as follows: En- 
listments for general recruiting service, 2,945; enlist- 
ments for special recruiting service, 46; total, 2,901. En- 
listments in cities, 2,419; enlistments at military posts 
and in the field, 572; total, 2,901. There were 10,728 ap- 
plicants for enlistment at city stations rejected, the 
greatest number in a single city being 1,916 in Chicago. 
The greatest number of enlistments was 198 in New 
York City, Philadelphia being second with 169. The 
largest number of enlistments at military posts was 22 
at Fort Niagara, N. Y., and the largest number in the 
field was 15 in the 5th Cav. 





Officers on the Asiatic Station who may be fortunate 
enough to have their wives in Manila find their presence 
in one sense almost a tantalization, as they are able to 
see so little of them. The ships are all lying at Cavite, 
that is, when they are not cruising through the islands, 
which is more than apt to be the case. Cavite is far 
from Manila, and though the Navy Yard tug, the Leyte, 
makes two trips a day, a large amount of time is con- 
sumed on the way between the two places. Officers are 
not allowed to be absent from quarters but once a week, 
and visits are brief, as it is only possible to go up 
on the afternoon trip, the morning boat starting before 
quarters, There will be rejoicing among the wives when 
the typhoon season is past and the ships can without dis- 
comfort or danger return to their anchorage off the city. 
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The unaccountable delay in the final disposition of the 
Spanish dry dock at Havana continues, and it begins to 
look as though there were some powerful influences at 
work to postpone the sale of this dock to the United 
States Government. There can be no other bidder, and 
this Government will not increase its original offer of 
$285,000. The idea has been advanced that the Spanish 
Government will place every obstacle in the way of its 
acquisition by the United States, fearing lest it may be 
employed in an official exposition of the real cause of 
the Maine explosion. That such a use of the dock can 
be made is the opinion of many who are conversant 
with the nature of the dock and with its present condi- 
tion, but nothing definite can be learned ays to the 
causes of the long drawn out objections of Spain to its 
purchase by the United States, 
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Lieut. Col, Philip Reade, Inspector General U. 8. V., 
has had made seven linen suits, no two of like grade or 
weight; all are made from linen manufactured in Spain, 
aud for tropical regions. ‘The suits were made by vari- 
ous firms in Havana and are duplicates in quality and 
material of those worn by the Municipal Guard of 
Havana or by the gentlemen residents in different sec- 
tions of Cuba, or by Spanish officers and soldiers lately 
stationed on the Island of Cuba. Col. Reade proposes 
to test practically these linen suits with reference to 
their durability, non-shrinkable qualities, fast colors, ete. 
By next summer he will be able to report on the best 
quality of linen for our officers and men serving in 
tropical countries. The highest price paid for any suit 
was $20, and the lowest $6.75. Some of the suits are 
white, some dark and neutral tints, and one suit is of 
the blue and white stripe linen, habitually worn by the 
Spanish officers. The Colonel has ordered hats made to 
match the suits. 





The “Pall Mall Gazette” approves the American sys- 
tem“of naming ships of war as better than the English. 
The Magnificent class, for instance, contains not only a 
Majestic and a Victorious, but also a Cesar and a Hanni- 
bal. The “Gazette” therefore advocates copying our meth- 
od of giving the name of a State to a battleship, the

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Surg. Gen. Sternberg has directed Chie. Surg. Wood- 
hull at Manila to begin immediate preparations for the 
enlargement of the medical department and hospital ac- 
commodations at Manila to conform to the increased 
army of 63,000 men. As the time required for the con- 
struction of a large wooden hospital would be at least 
six months, it will be necessary to depend upon buildings 
already constructed, which may be obtained for the pur- 
pose or upon tent hosnitals. The Quartermaster General 
has been ordered to send to the Philippines 500 hos~ital 
tents for use. It is suggested to Col. Woodhull that as 
time will be required for the establishment of a tent hos- 
pital he should select locations and establish the hospitals 
without delay. He is also asked to report by cable on 
the number of female nurses he will require. The medi- 
cal departments will send 250 members of the hospital 
corps on the Missouri and twenty female nurses on 
the Relief. The nurses were asked for by Col. Woodhull, 
who is told that medical officers are being sent as rapidly 
as possible. Four experienced surgeons of volunteers 
with the rank of Major are now under orders for Manila 
in addition to the commissioned medical officers belonging 
to the new volunteer regiments. 
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In his “Peace Crusade” Rev. Dr. Everett Hale says: 
“T quoted in an earlier number the sad foreboding of 
John Adams, when he said, in writing to Dr. Price in 
1789, ‘We have made a Constitution which will keep us 
from cutting each other’s throats for a few years longer.’ 
This Constitution, of which the second President of the 
United States then spoke 60 sadly, is the Constitution of 
the greatest peace society which has ever existed. It 
was thus that a man as well read as any of those who 
framed it could speak of their work. John Adams was 
as well read, but perhaps not as wise. The instrument 
of which he spoke with so little hope has proved to be 
the foundation of this greatest of peace societies, the 
United States of America. And the success of this 
great exemplar leads us now to hope for the rest of the 
world.” This shows how ready are the best of men 
to ignore facts when they conflict with prejudice. The 
United States of America were not converted into a 
peace society until the several States had spent four 
years “in cutting each other’s throats,” as John Adame 
prophesied that they would do, in a war resulting from 
our irreconcilable differences as to the meaning and lim- 
itations of the Constitution referred to. Probably Adams 
thought the throat cutting would come sooner than it did. 
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We are authorized. by a high official in Washington to 
state that the President has given no consideration as 
yet to the appointments of a Major General, and the 
several Brigadier Generals authorized by the law provid- 
ing for the recent increase of the Army. Secretary Root 
announced this week that until more important subjects 
had been taken under advisement and settled it would 
not be the purpose of the President to take up the ques- 
tion of other Army appointments. There is yet 
doubt as to the precise number of general officers that 
may be appointed. It is said on excellent authority that 
certainly one Major General will be commissioned, and 
perhaps from two to four Brigadiers. The law allows 
twenty-five Brigadiers for 100,000 men, and there are 
now twenty-four in the service, if General Otis and Gen- 
eral Shafter, who are Brigadiers in the Regular Service, 
are included in the Volunteer reckoning. There are now 
three Major Generals of Regulars—Miles, Merritt and 
Brooke—and four Major Generals of Volunteers—Shaf- 
ter, Otis, MacArthur and Lawton. It is understood that 
Generals Smith and Funston, both Volunteers, will 
shortly be mustered out, and if Otis and Shafter are 
not regarded in the list of Brigadiers allowed by law, 
there would be four Brigadiers at least to appoint. Al 
construction of this situation will no doubt have to be 
made by the legal department before appointments are 
announced. 
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A traveler in Italy who writes to the Lowell “Courier 
Citizen” says: “People have been saying all along that 
Admiral Dewey is a genial, great-hearted American, and 
it is all true. His face is very handsome, for it has 
great strength, and its rich bronze color to-day, set off 
by his spotless white uniform, tells of a perfect recoy- 
ery from the strain of the exacting duties of the past 
year.” There is nothing distinctive in this. All Navy 
officers are handsome, and all wear spotless uniforms, 
which they can better afford to do, now that they are 
receiving Army pay, with increased rank. Yet we still 
have only one Admiral. The whole nation is on tip-toe 
to welcome him. His chief anxiety now appears to be to 
see his mother, and he may give us all the slip by land- 
ing at some northern port and striking across lots for 
his Vermont home as some one has suggested he would 
do. But the Admiral is no longer a free man, and it may 
be some time before he will see “Varmount,” as the na- 
tives are supposed to call it. It is a State worth seeing. 
and we do not wonder that Admiral Dewey is homesick 
for it. But “here’s to New York,” as the Knickerbocker 


Dr. Bethune once said at a New England dinner, “the 
city everybody comes to and which nobody leaves.” It 
is destined to be the Admiral’s landing place, and the 
roar of welcome with which he will be greeted will be 
heard in the remotest corner of Vermont. New York 
once laid claim to that State, and the New Yorkers pro: 
pose to annex it now in the person of Dewey. 

Now the Marine Corps is to begin the enlistment of 
more men. Army recruiters are busy, and this week 
orders were issued for naval recruiting stations to begin 
active work and get the number of enlistments up to-the 
full quota. Lieut. Col. F. H. Harrington, Acting Com- 
mandant, with station in Washington, has been ordered 
to establish a marine recruiting station in Baltimore, and 
it is said that other stations are to be established for the 
enlistment of men. A Sergeant will be on duty at Balti- 
more, and a physician will make regular visits from 
Washington to examine the recruits as they present 
themselves. The Navy is several hundred men short, all 
of whom are required. The approaching readiness of the 
Alabama and Kearsarge for service will call for at least 
1,000 to fill out their crews, and the destroyers and tor- 
pedo boats rapidly advancing demand a large number of 
men also. This week Lieut. F. M. Russell, of the Navy, 
was ordered to Rochester, where he will open a recruit- 
ing station and endeavor to secure a lot of good material 
for the service. Landsmen will be taken for drill an 
instruction on the Prairie and other vessels which are to 
be used hereafter for this purpose. One reason allege: 
for the short number of apprentices is lack of quarters 
at Newport and Goat Island, at which places large bar- 
rack buildings are now in course of erection. With the 
completed there will be ample room for the 2,500 boys 
allowed by law. 
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The days of the old receiving ship are probably num- 
bered, as already stated. Though it may be several years, 
however, before the last remnant of the glories of naval 
architecture such as the Wabash, Franklin, Independ- 
ence and Vermont represent entirely disappear, these 
ships will not long serve as quarters for seamen at navy 
yards. It was the practice of the service shortly before 
the Civil War to turn over the commodious old frigates 
and line of battle ships to navy yards, when their useful- 
ness for active service was no longer practicable. Thus 
the Naval Academy secured the Santee, a ship which 
in her days could sail as well sideways as any other way; 
the New York yard got the Vermont, the Boston the old 
Wabash, and tue Mare Island the Independence. The 
Franklin was assigned to Norfolk, and the New Hamp- 
su.re, St. Louis and others were distributed around. 
This was before the Constitution became too old for fur- 
ther duty on the high seas, and was relegated to Ports- 
mouth, N. H., and later towed to Boston. It is only a 
few years since the beautiful Constellation, last of the 
old Navy’s famous fighters, was retired to Newport 
where she now serves for quarters. Experience has 
shown that there is nothing to be gained in housing men 
on these old vessels, except perhaps a saving of money for 
the construction of barracks on shore. They are nothing 
but housed over craft, and bear very little resemblance to 
actual ships beyond vreserving their water lines. Now 
Admiral Crowninshield proposes that these receiving 
ships shall be abandoned and quarters on shore substi- 
tuted. While recently abroad he saw that the British 
Government had practically given up the receiving ship 
and found the new system working to great advantage. 
A recommendation will be made in a report for Seere- 
tary Long’s consideration that this Government pursue 
the same course. 





Ramon Reyes Lala, a native of the Philippines, ex- 
presses the opinion in the “Forum” for September that 
it is well his countrymen should not triumph im the 
present contest, and that “Aguinaldo and his half-trained 
followers were never likely to hold their own against 
the discipline and rapid-fire guns of the Americans, who 
will give them a better rule than they can establish 
for themselves.” Mr. Lala describes the people of the 
Philippine Islands as outlying branches of two wide- 
spread races of mankind—the Malays and the Negretos. 
The Negretos are allied to the African pigmies, who, 
with the dwarfs of the European continent, are sus- 
pected of being the original progenitors of the human 
race. They are wholly untameable, and are dying out. 
only 25,000 remaining in the Philippines, one of their 
last abiding places. They can run like deer and clim) 
like monkeys, descending the rigging of a vessel heal 
first and holding om by the toes, with which they can 
pick up minute objects. Like the African dwarfs they 
use poisoned arrows. Of the Filipinos there are more 
than eighty tribes, numbering in all from 6,000,000 to 
8,000,000. Most of them are “civilized,” but some are 
savages. “The Filipino would rather fight a stranger 
than trust him. They will be restive until they have 
learned to know the American.” The Sulues are born 
pirates, and have a fanatical hatred for Christians. The 
head-hunting Igorrotes of Luzon are brawny, powerful 
fellows, with some agricultural skill, who refuse to be 
civilized. The Spaniards were never able to subdue 
them. The Gaddones, of like nature, scalp or behead 
their foes in battle. The Mangyans of Mindoro “are 4 
harmless, simple and confiding people, easily placated by 
kindness.” In an article on “Irresistible Tendencies” 
in the September “Atlantic,” Charles Kendall Adanis 
shows how civilization is to take possession of every 
nook and corner of the globe. “Is it not inevitable,” he 
asks, “that in the near future the doors that have al 
ways been shut, will be thrown wide open?” Events 
not anticipated or desired are compelling ue to throw one 
of them open in the Philippines, and who 60 seeks te 
close it will inevitably get his fingers pinched. 
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THD NEW SECRETARY OF WAR. 


Our Secretary of War, Mr. Elihu Root, has the repu- 
tation among his brethren of the New York bar of being 
gifted with an unusual capacity for readily mastering 
the facts of a complicated problem, and so arranging 
them in his mind as to give him an easy grasp of a diffi- 
cult situation. He ig showing this mental peculiarity in 
his management of the War Department, and it already 
gives evidence of a change from the old order of happy- 
go-lucky management which was responsible for much 
of the criticism visited upon military management dur- 
ing, and immediately after, the war with Spain. A 
strong man can do something with even a vicious sys- 
tem, and the one the ingenuity of Congress has evolved 
for the Army especially requires the hand of a master to 
make it efficient. It does not matter how perfect may be 
the several parts of a complicated mechanism unless 
they are so co-ordinated that each works harmoniously 
with all of the others. Otherwise strength becomes 
weakness, and activity confusion. The trouble with our 
various military bureaus, under the present system, is 
that they belomg to the order of the Acephali, or cer- 
tainly de so when they have a weak Secretary of War 
in office, It is not so necessary that he should be a mas- 
ter of military problems as that he should be swift 
in judgment and prompt in action; able at all times to 
apply the rule of common sense to settle disputed ques- 
tions, giving more heed to what is said than to the man 
who says it, thus checking the tendency in a military 
service to exaggerate the personal equation and to look 
at the shoulder-straps before considering the proposition. 

In the “Review of Reviews” for September Mr. Henry 
Macfarland has this to say about our new Secretary: 


Without previous personal knowledge of Washington 
official life and its peculiar ways, without rsonal ac- 
quaintance with more than two or three of the Army of- 
theers and civilians whom he must take as assistants, 
without skill, experience, or eo | in military affairs, 
or even a close and accurate familiarity with the cur- 
rent military work of the Department, or with the func- 
tions of the twelve bureaus of the Department, he found 
that he must suddenly acquire an enormous number of 
facts, great and small, which, as he said, threatened him 
with intellectual indigestion; at the same time he must 
carry on without suspension the business of his office, 
including the direction of military operations in the Phil- 
ippines, amounting in magnitude and importance, if not 
in legal effect, to a war greater than that waged in 
Cuba and Porto Rico, besides the administration of the 
civil side of the affairs of all the islands taken from 
Spain, under the awkward and hampering forme of mili- 
tary government. 

If the new Secretary of War had come to a depart- 
ment in which all the managing men were working to- 
gether in harmony for common ends, with no more per- 
sonal rivalry than that wholesome amount which stimu- 
lates to greater and more loyal efforts, he might well 
have felt, temporarily, at least, that he had exchanged 
the peace of his summer vacation for the hardest public 
duty in the United States, which might not be fully 
compensated by future fame as the organizer and first 
administrator of the “colonial” system of the United 
States, after he had restored peace, to the Philippines 
by quickly crushing the Tagal rebellion. But, as all the 
world knows, Secretary Root found anything but har- 
mony prevailing in the War Department. The Secretary 
of War had for a year, and during time of peace, prac- 
tically ignored the Major General commanding the 
Army, who had been left for months in comparative 
idleness at Army Headquarters on the floor below the 
office of the Secretary of War, while the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army, the official subordinate of the Major 
General commanding the Army, had been issuing or- 
ders to the Army “by command of Major General Miles,” 
which, including many of great importance, Major Gen- 
eral Miles had never seen until he received the printed 
copies published to the rest of the Army and to the 
world by the Adjutant General under the direction of 
the Secretary of War. Besides the jealousies and strifes 
which this course had illustrated, the’ envyings and 
wranglings between some of the important bureaus of 
the War Department had been comparatively obscured, 
even though their evil consequences in the Spanish war 
had been brought out in the official investigations which 
followed it quite as plainly as the incompetency of sev- 
eral of the chiefs involved. The latter in itself was per- 
haps quite as important as the dissensions which handi- 
capped the Department. “One-half of it is capable of 
anything, and the other half of it is capable of nothing,” 
noted one public man in speaking of the War Depart- 
ment last summer, and while this was purposely ex- 
travagant it illustrated the current opinion in public 
life-about the intrigues and quarrels of some of the of- 
ticers of the Department and the inadequacy and conse- 
quent failure of others, which brought criticism upon all 
the bureaus except those of the Chief of Ordnance, Chief 
of Engineers, and the Chief Signal Officer, together with 
one or two minor bureaus that were not conspicuous dur- 
ing the war. 

None of his Republican predecessors in office was more 
cordial in his commendations than ex-Secretary Lamont, 
one of the few men who have added to their reputation 
by service at the head of the War Department, and 
late ex-Secretary Whitney, who distinguished himself 
in the Navy Department. And still other Democratic 
leaders, equally competent to speak, predicted a great 
career for the new Secretary of War. There was a gen- 
cral agreement the country over that Mr. Root was just 
the man for the occasion, and that he would make the 
most of the opportunity for fine and enduring work, 
which would give him lasting credit, shining all the 
irighter in the contrast with the failure of his predeces- 
sor’s administration. 

Secretary Root fulfilled the prediction of his friends by 
establishing his authority ae Secretary of War beyond 
uestion and restoring official, if not personal, harmony 
n the War Department before neon on the first day 
of his service by his first official act, which was so 
‘riginal and yet so simple as to be dramatic. (Mr. Root’s 
call upon General Miles is here referred to.) It was a 
inaster stroke of diplomacy, and at once it was accepted 
«8 demonstrating that the new Secretary was strong 
enough to run the War Department himself, taking the 
idvice and: utilizing the energies of everybody who 
could help him. From Army Headquarters Secretary 
Root and Adjt. General Corbin left for a round of visits 
‘o the different bureaus of the War Department, only 
less significant than the call on General Miles, since 
they confirmed the inferences which the bureau chiefs 
had qeometty and properly drawn when they heard of 
it, Vhen the Secretary returned to his office he had 
made himself master of the situation, besides learning 
some of the details of his new task and a good deal 
wbout the men he would have to use as instruments. 
And these men had learned that they must work, and 


work hard, with no time for oqvabiing. that 
work together in every sense 0:

humor and the sense of it, but evidently strong as steel 
underneath, so that the much-quoted suaviter in modo, 
fortiter in re, seemed to be once more as the 
best summing up. 

Secretary Root’s first step insured the success of his 
whole career in the War Department, so far as the 
partment itself is concerned, even though he could not 
make over the natures of the men under him, and so 
will have to overcome difficulties which they will doubt- 
less raise from time to time, and may later be compelled 
to make changes among them for the good of the service. 
But he got the machinery in good working order again, 
| geairtonted it, and he made himself known as master 
of it. 

Then he turned, in accordance with his life rule, to the 
next thing that had to be done. Being a real Civil 
Service reformer, he did not take any time to look around 
for places in the Department for his friends, but quietly 
served notices that there would be no changes except’ 
for real cause, by asking the efficient private secretary 
of his predecessor, and also the latter’s confidential clerk, 
to continue in those offices indefinitely with him. 
he was free immediately to take up the most pressing 
business of the fall campaign against Aguinaldo and his 
followers. 

He had many interruptions and many other things to 
learn concurrently, but by intense ——— day and 
night he was re Ps advise the ident, when he 
went to see him at Lake Champlain the next week, after 
having spent only two days in the Department itself, 
that a much larger number of troops should be and could 
be sent to the Philippines for the fall campaign than 
the army of 50,000 men which had been ordered, and he 
een Eeperen the way for the President’s approval of 
an addition of ten regiments of Volunteers, which was 
given after he had matured his plans upon his return 
to Washington, so that he was able to issue the order 
for them on August 17. 

In the course of that week even those men in the War 
Department whose prediction that Secretary Root would 
have little to do with military affairs commanded be- 
lief because of their relations to the Administration, real- 
ized that Secretary Root would exercise all the powers 
as well ae all the authority of his office, and would direct 
the military affairs quite as much as the civil affairs 
coming under its jurisdiction. 

Some Senators and Representatives who, hearing that 
additional Volunteer regiments were to be organized, 
came to ask Secretary Root to give commissions in them 
to their friends, got the first personal view of him and 
his methods which men in Congress have had, and 
learned very quickly that he was not to be unduly in- 
fluenced by political considerations, and that he would 
not sacrifice efficiency in the officers of the new regi- 
ments to gratify politicians. He acted so quickly, in- 
deed, that before the politicians generally knew that ad- 
ditional regiments were to be organized, he was able to 
announce the names of the Colonels and the Lieutenant 
Colonels, all taken from the Regular Army lists, at the 
same time he announced the order for the ten regiments. 
All were appointed on their record for efficiency and 
upon the recommendation of General Miles, General Otis 
and other general officers. So far as possible the sub- 
ordinate officers were chosen in the same way. The 
Governors of the States were asked to nominate at least 
two men each, providing they should have good records 
as officers in the Volunteer Army of the Spanish war, 
but none of these was eypersees without satisfactory 
examination of his record by the Secretary himself. In 
no case was a politician allowed to dictate appointments 
as part of his “patronage.” 

Secreta Root is tall, spare, dark, looking much 
younger than fifty-four years, in spite of the gray that 
is creeping into his thick black hair and mustache, and 
the eyeglasses that cover his keen eyes when he is writ- 
ing or reading. He moves with the quickness of an 
athlete in full health, — he takes no special ex- 
ercise beyond playing golf. e is quiet, unostentatious, 
avoiding rather than seeking newspaper notice. He 
has steadily refused to talk about his future in the De- 
partment, or indeed about himself in any way that he 
could help. The day’s work, one day at a time, and the 
results to tell the story seems to be hie idea. He would 
pe meg say, with King Ahab, “Let not him that 
girdeth on his harness boast himself as he that putteth 
it off’—indeed, it is difficult to imagine this modest man 
boasting at any time. He had the fine bringing up of a 
son of that noble type of American gentleman, the old- 
fashioned college professor, and shows it in what he 
says and does. He was born in Clinton, Oneida County, 

Y., on February 15, 1845, and his father was Oren 
Root, for many years professor of mathematics in Ham- 
ilton College, where Mr. Root himself graduated, paying 
for his own education with the money he earned teach- 
ing school.

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CLBRICAL CORPS FOR THE NAVY. 


At the next session of Congress a bill will be intro- 
duced to promote the efficiency of the clerical service 
in the Navy by organizing a clerical corps, defining its 
cuties and regulating its pay. Warrant rank will be 
provided for chief clerks, and clerks, who will be ap- 
pointed or promoted from chief yeoman, clerks to Pay- 
masters, and clerks to Commandants in the Navy. 
Those interested in the passage of this measure are 
proposing to commence to work for it immediately 
through their district representative in Congress. The 
following is a full text of the proposed measure, and it 
is requested that any desired change in it should be sug- 
gested at an early date through the Army and Navy 
Journal: 


A bill to promote the efficiency of the clerical service 
in the Navy of the United wynteny to organize a clerical 
corps of the Navy of the Uni States, to define its 
duties and regulate its pay. 

Be it enacted, etc., that a clerical corps of the United 
States Navy is hereby established, and shall consist of 
chief clerks, clerks, chief yeoman, yeoman, first class, 
yeoman, second class, and yeoman, third class; and for 
this purpose the Secretary of the Navy is empowered 
to appoint one hundred clerks, or as many more as the 
necessities of the service may require, with the rank, 
pay, and privileges of warrant officers, removable in the 





discretion of the Secretary, and to cause to be 
enlisted, as many chief Yeowian, ‘first. class 
SE andnmens der ie peenmaniet em te Henk, os A, Ge 


ene a idue m filled by the Secre- 
avy by selection from those holding the 
rate of chief yeoman, clerks to paymasters, and rks 
to commandants in the Navy. 

Sec. 2. That the first one hundred clerks or more ap- 

inted immediately after the passage of this act, who 

ave served more than ten years in the Navy, either 
as yeoman, chief yeoman, clerks to paymasters, clerks 
to commandants, or as all, shall be commissioned chief 
clerks, to rank with and after Ensign: Provided, That 
chief clerks shall on promotion have the same and 
allowances as is now, or may hereafter be, wed a 
second lieutenant in the Marine Corps: Provided fur- 
ther, that nothing in this act shall give additional rights 
to quarters on board ship or to command, and that clerks 
who have served fifteen years in the Navy either as 
clerks, yeoman, chief yeoman, clerks to masters, 
clerks to commanders, or as all, shall, after having 
passed an examination before a board of chief clerks, in 
accordance with the provisions of this section; and pro- 
vided further, that any appointed clerk in the Navy 
may, after having passed an examination before a board 
of f clerks, be commissioned chief clerk, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 3. t all necessary clerical service at naval 
stations, navy yards, naval hospitals, and marine bar- 
racks, and at henSqpastees, and on vessels of the Same, 


Coast Survey and Fish Commission shall be perfor 
by the members of said co: and the corps shall be a 
permanent establishment of the Navy, be in- 


an 
cluded in the effective strength of the Navy, and be 
counted as a part of the enlisted force provided by law, 
and shall be subject to the laws and regulations for the 
government of the Navy. 

Sec. 4. That the pay of chief yeoman shall be $60 a 
month, the pay of yeoman, first class, $40 a month, the 
pay of yeoman, second class, $35 a month, and pay of 
yeoman, third class, $30 a month, with the increase on 
account of length of service, as is now or may hereafter 
be allowed by law to other enlisted men in the Navy. 

Sec That all benefits derived from existing laws, 
or that may hereafter be allowed by law to chief boats- 
wains, warrant officers or enli men in the Navy, 
shall allowed in the same manner to the chief clerks, 
warrant officers or enlisted men in the clerical corps of 
the Navy. 

Sec. 6. That all acts and parts of acts so far as they 
conflict with the provisions of this act, are hereby re- 


pealed. 





GENERAL OTIS'’S OPINION. 


No exception will certainly be taken to the decision 
of General Otis and a council of his officers that no 
more cavalry should be sent to the Philippines. They 
are on the spot, and some one has said that “a fool on 
the spot knows more than a philosopher at a distance.” 
In this instance we have some of the best military 


genius in the Army addressed to the question of the 
availability of a particular arm of the service under ex- 
istin conditions. The conclusion of General Otis is that 
the country is not suitable for cavalry operations, and 
that the securing of forage for the horses is an embarrass- 
ing peoueets. 

is decision will result in no more cavalry going to 
Manila, and it is not likely that any Volunteer regiments 
of cavalry will be organized in this country. Ceneral 
Otis will have for his aggressive autumnal campaign a 
body of horse by no means to be despised. He will 
have the 4th Regular Cavalry, the 11th Volunteer 
Cavalry and eight troops of the 32d Regular Cavalry. 
With the arrival of the eight troops of the Third Regu- 
lar Cavalry and with the 11th Regiment recruited to its 
full war strength of 1,200 men, there will be 3,360 
n the campaign with the Filipinos from 
February until the beginning of the rainy season, the 
cavalry consisted of four troops of the 4th Regiment, but 
the remaining eight troops of that regiment are now in 
Luzon. General Otis is sound, too, in hie conclusion 
that women nurses are not wanted for the Philippines. 
Admiral Schley’s “girl behind the man behind the gun” 
is without question one of the controlling influences—if 
not the chief one—that nerve the arm in battle, but she 
must not be too near the gun. In that instance at least, 
“‘tis distance lends enchantment to the view.” We 
have been edified of late by tales of the wives of Mexi- 
can soldiers who accompany their husbands into the 
field, acting as cooks, but we also remember that one 
of the causes advanced for the demoralization of the 
French Army in the war of 1870 was the presence in the 
camps of women who took up so much of the officers’ 
time that they could give the maneuvers of the advancing 
army but a small part of their attention. The fighting 
power of an army is increased neither by turning women 
into camp drudges nor by making them camp sweet- 
hearts. heir power is only in the latter capacity and 
that when they are miles in the rear—the more miles the 
better. 

It is yet to be demonstrated that women, taking every- 
thing into consideration, make better camp nurses than 
men, even where the conditions for female service are 
more favorable than in the Philippines,

Arrangements for the Dewey parade in New York indi- 
cate that the Hudson River and Bay will see the greatest 
collection of water craft that the busy harbor has ever 
had gathered in it. Vessels from remote places like Bos- 
ton and Washington are expected to be in the line of the 
parade. The railroads are preparing to move the greatest 
passenger traffic at that time ever known. One railroad 
running into New York expects to handle one million 

rs on that occasion. Maj. Gen. Chas. F. 
who is in charge of the land parade, hopes to have at least 
10,000 New York troops and 15,000 from other States in 
line. ‘The route of march will be from the ee end of 
the city to Washington Square. The triumphal arch at 
Madison Square, despite the sudden deaths of two artists 
engaged upon it, is p menue Parorenty, The battalion 
from the Olympia will probably head the land a 
It is t t that the water parade will take two hours 
and a half to a given point. A score of war vessels, 
a hundred yachts and 150 other vessels will make up the 
river procession. Admiral Dewey has been having an 
agreeable sojourn at Nice and some days a thousand 
re boarded the Olympia. She sailed for Gibraltar Aug. 


Although the Dewey home fund is increasing onl 
small contributions and has not yet reached the 
mark, Treasurer Roberts says there is $15,000 

in sight for the fund. This amount has been 
from New York, ; ene, Cleveland, Chicago, 
waukee and other Western cities. 
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RBPPORT OF INSPECTIONS IN CUBA. 


In hie report on his work of inspection in Cuba, part 
of which we published August 26, Lieut. Col. Philip 
Reade, Inspector General Department of Havana, says: 

It is to be that the wearing, and the manner 
of wearing, on the campaign — of metal device, indica- 
tive of arm, corps, men company, or troop, 
or battery, is not made mandatory. So far as I know 
a. O. No, 99, A. G. O., 15th July, 1898, is the only au- 
thority which formulates and prescribes the wearing on 
the front of the hat, or in the center of the crown of the 
forage cap by enlisted men, of any badge, such being: 
the corps symbol, made either of* felt, gold or yellow 
metal enameled in the proper colors. 

The attaching to the hat of crossed rifles, cannon, 
sabers, ete., is tacitly permitted, and is—for distinctive 
purposes—more than sensible; it is essential; but 1 de 
not know that such is authorized by the Regulations. 
I recommend that such be prescribed, the device to be 
worn on the left side of the hat. The wearing of metal- 
lic military insignia on the hat should not be a matter 
of toleration merely. The headgear of a Colonel should 
differ from that worn by a private. In no case should 
the device be conspicuous. ‘The sharp-shooters of an 
enemy should not able to individualize their objec- 
tives through conspicuity of any portion of a uniform, or 
its decorations. 

The reason why I recommend that the device, etc., 
should be worn upon the side of the hat, rather than the 
front, is to decrease the liability of being torn off. Most 
campaign hats are creased, front to rear. This fore-and- 
aft process decreases the amount of surface on which 
to fasten the base of the metallic device. The ends of 
the device stick out laterally from the creased hat, and 
catch, or are caught by, things more readily than if the 
device was fastened to the side of the hat. 

The determination of the best headgear for soldiers 
in the U. S. Army recalls the problem of eight years ago, 
about which time the substitution of a chemical “pro- 
pellant” vs. the mechanical compound, called for seven 
centuries “powder,” was urged by every civilized nation. 

Prior to 1890 the combatant forces of both hemi- 
spheres had followed in the wake of China by employ- 
ing, as the impelling agent behind the a a me- 
chanical mixture termed “powder,” which was composed 
of niter, charcoal and sulphur. It was conceded that 
powder was fairly stable; it pushed the projectile, but 
the difference between a push and a blow—that is, a 
propellant and an explosive, was illustrated by the de- 
mand for a chemical mixture as a substitute for powder 
which should be smokeless, noiseless, non-heating, non- 
corrosive, no residuum, not noxious, ete. 

We have receded from the unpractical and impossible 
standard first established. We no longer expect any one 
propellant to possess all of the requirements originally 
imposed. We will similarly find that, as it was with a 
propellant, so it will have to be with the headgear. 

Some persons unreasonably demand that a single head- 
gear should be furnished by the Quartermuster’s De- 
partment for soldiers and officers alike, that will be 
adapted for winter wear, also summer wear; that will 
keep the soldier’s head warm in winter, cool in summer; 
that will fulfil all of the assaults of torrential showers 
or tropical sun; something that the soldiers can sleep in, 
whether in Alaska or Cuba; that will look smart, be 
cheap and durable, preserve its original shape, color, 
ete., and all that sort of thing. 

We exact too much in demanding that the Quarter- 
master’s Department shall, under A. R. 972, furnish 
clothing, which, of course, includes a headgear adapted 
to all of the requirements of service everywhere. The 
best testimony regarding hats, caps or, for that matter, 
any other garment, comes from the old soldiers who have 
tried and tested them and thought about them. The 
present campaign hat would be clung to by the veteran 
in preference to any cap or helmet made of cotton, 
linen, rubber, pith, pulp or paper, regardless of location, 
season, shape. 

Ask this honest, typical old soldier to indicate his 
choice between a campaign hat; price less than a dollar 

to be charged against him, and a Panama straw hat, 
gratis—he will cling to the headgear that he can sleep 
in, and he will pay for it rather than accept gratuitously 
an article of headgear which commends iteelf to the eye, 
but not to his experience. 

The conclusion is that no one headgear combines all of 
the requirements. Let the present campaign hat be pro- 
vided with a corrugated sweat band for necessary venti- 
lation purposes—such costs two cents—and we will pos- 
sess in one headgear more of the requirements of what 
a head covering for a soldier should be, than any single 
hat or cap that I have ever heard of. 

To avoid addled brains in hot weather—wet a sponge 
and place it in the crown of the campaign hat. 

MODERN SMALL ARMS AND PROJECTILES. 

The maximum range computed for the 30 caliber rifle 
is 4,066 yards; angle of elevation, 44 degrees; time of 
flight, 34.6 seconds. For the carbine, 4,016 yards; angle 
of elevation, 44 degrees, and time of flight 34.3 seconds. 
Into timber, earth, brick, ete., the penetration of the 
magazine rifle bullet considerably exceeds that of the 
Springfield at all ranges up to 1,500 yards. At that dis- 
tance it ie about the same; for longer ranges that of the 
Springfield rifle is the greater, At a range of two miles 
the energy of the caliber .45, Springfield, 70 grain, 500 
grain, is sufficient to penetrate 244 inches of pine wood. 
The doctors say that penetration enough to go 
through one inch of pine wood is enough to produce a, 
dangerous wound. he artillerist of 1897—the Count 
of Santa Clara, Governor of Cuba, who caused the con- 
struction of some of the fortifications of Havana, would 
have been incredulous had he been told that the small 
firearm of projection of less than a century later, would 
possess the range and penetration, combined with ac- 
curacy, above quoted. 

Notwithstanding the well-tried merits of the Springfield 
single loader, that arm has been discarded for a maga- 
zine arm, generally—but erroneously—called the Krag- 
Jorgenson, after its presumed inventors. The superiority 
of the U. S. Magazine caliber .30, model 1897-8 arm, 
even without the 1899 model rear sight, over the Spring- 
field, as a service arm for our infantry and cavalry, 
seems attested to. The Tacon market of Havana is lo- 
cated at the corner of Reina and Galiano streets. It is 
a very large building, and is within a block of the geo- 
graphical center of Havana. A single expert marksman, 
trained and practiced in the small arm firing system of 
the U. S. A., could, from the roof of the Tacon Mar- 
ket, put out of action a visible enemy in any one of the 
forts or batteries named in this report. 

Col. Reade gives a table showing that the highest and 
lowest small arm numbers of the several regiments named 
are as follows: 2d U.S. Art., L, 12,361; H, 107,965; Sth 
U. 8S. Inf., L, 238: H, 194,743; 2d U. 8S. V. Engrs., L, 
20,015: H, 145,726. It is an obligation of the vsen: 
ment to give to its Regular soldiers the best and latest 
model of firearms of projection. 

THE SECOND ARTILLERY. 

The Inspector excused the review at Vedado and Ca- 
banas when more than one company was found, and at 
Santa Clara, Reina, Jesus del Monte, the Maestranzia 
and Pyrotechnica, one company posts. The stations, 


substations and posts were adequ armed for in- 
fantry only. The requirements of Par, 874, No. 3, A. R., 
are o ne ee es apr: Set Rar uty re- 
a will admit. The A. Q. M. of the 2d Art. also acts as 

utant, and a rs efficient and active. 
874, ie complied with, and generally good, except as to tar- 
get practice and two lines following. Sick appear to be 
properly cared for. Commands are nearly all under can- 
Yas, and permanent quarters are needed, though old 
Spanish barracks are objected to. Sanitary conditions 
generally good, and every precaution is taken to prevent 
sickness. There are no quarters, library, reading room, 
chapel, school or periodicals. The labor is performed by 
troops. . Public property is apparently well cared for. 
There is no post exchange or gardens, a regrettable fact. 
There is no post cemetery, and interments are in Cuban 
cemetery. 

Forty-four cases were referred to G. C. M. for trial 
during the month; one officer, 2d Lieut. E. W. Perkins, 
8th Inf. One hundred and fourteen men were tried by 
inferior courts, The present strength of the Department 
of Havana is 3,021. ate present officers, 21; men, 
1,395; 8th Int., officers men 1,120; 3d Squad, 3d Cav., 
officers 10, mem 438; staff, 15 officers. The percentage 
of officers on the sick report was .21; men, 028. There 
were 37 cases of malaria in Battery L at Reina, and 1 in 
Battery H at Jesus del Monte. 

consensus of opinion of officers serving with troops 
favors the post exchange. There has been no yo | 
signaling, and it is recommended that it should be had. 
Battery G is the only command efficient in military sig- 
naling. ‘The following are among the recommendations 
made by battery commanders: That canned salmon, salt 
and fresh fish, condensed milk. cornstarch, mustard, 
raisins, oatmeal, be added to the ration. The article 
least desi is cocoa, and there should be more vege- 
tables and canned goods. 

A Panama hat should be used in summer, or a light 
cork helmet, or one of straw, and the winter cap should 
be one that will keep its shape. The blouse and trousers 
should be made of lighter material. Light summer 
underclothing is required. The khaki is too heavy and 
too easily soiled. 

Liquor drimking and other excesses result in malaria 
fever and private diseases. Illness is not due to local 
causes. Drunkenness and disowlerly conduct are the 
chief offences. 

The name of Capt. Robert M. Rogers, identified with 
the 24 Art., has always been a symbol of devotion ta 
duty; of uncomplaining endurance of whatever belongs 
to the life of a soldier; of comradeship and esprit dd 
corps. He is suffering from disabilities incurred in the 
line of duty, and has been granted sick leave, with per- 
mission to visit the United States. 

Company commanders should keep a record of vacci- 
nations and report to the Surgeon those that do not 
take. Men sometimes wilfully prevent the success of 
the operation. 

Capt. Medorem Crawford is especially commended for 
looking after the subsistence of his men, and his sick 
report is always below the average. He has adopted 
for his Battery H, 2d Art., the meal hours of the lo- 
cality, and even the old soldiers prefer it. He suggests 
the substitution of linen for canvas suits; also length- 
ening of spikes in the uprights of tents, adding a second 
light ridge pole and a short section of upright pole bored 
lengthwise for spikes. This will permit the raising of 
the ay and afford better protection from heat and rain. 

2d Lieut. Edw. J. Timberlake, commanding Battery 
I, has the water for his men boiled and filtered. It is 
obtained from tanks. This battery is reported to be ef- 
ficient in sazoet practice. This battery devotes more 
time to drill than any other—an hour in the early morn- 
ing and one late in the afternoon. It is proficient in the 
different drills. 

Capt. Edw. S. Curtis, Battery K, 2d Art., “traces the 
three most common breaches of Senge, absence from 
roll calls and without leave and drunkenness to the con- 
finement to camp, made compulsory during the adminis- 
tration of Maj. Dillenabach, and favors less restraint in 
the individual liberty of the troops.” 

The present Commander of Battery L, 2d Lieut. Mal- 
colm Young, gives on Form 6, Field Inspection Report, 
much valuable information alike creditable to his profes- 
sional energy and interest. He reports that the non- 
commissioned officers of his command attend non-com- 
missioned officers’ school, an exceptional fact in the 2d 
U, 8S. Art. They are especially meg and thoroughly 
versed in infantry drill, and as artillery, in assembling 
and mounting 10-inch and 12-inch breech-loading rifles 
on disappearing carriages, mortars, etc. Instruction in 
first-aid-for-the-wounded has been given to this battery 
by lectures of the Post Surgeon to Lieut. Young (the only 
officer present for duty), and also to the non-commis- 
sioned officers. Report is made that September 25—30 
last, target. practice was had with 10-inch B. L. rifles 
mounted on disappearing carriages. Also that in October 
and November, 1898, signaling was had, both day and 
night, using flag. torch and heliograph, at ranges from 
three to seven miles apart. The command has been prac- 
ticed in estimating distances in small infantry patrol: 
has two vehicles, seven animals; drills from 5 to 5:30 
p. m. five days per week. The battery commander ex- 
plains why the command is not instructed in creating 
artificial cover and obstacles by citing the patent fact 
that practicable instruction is not possible, located as the 
battery is. Men have not a first aid packet. The gen- 
eral state and progress of discipline seems good. ‘This 
battery has a post exchange; no malt or other liquors 
sold. No target practice had. Circumscribed limits pre- 
vent the use of ball cartridges. 

Capt. E. T. C. Richmond, Battery M, has no non- 
commissioned officers’ school, and assigns no reason for 
his failure, nor for his failure to give instruction in first 
aid or in target practice. The battery is not proficient in 
practical problems, minor tactics and field exercises 
simulating the conditions of actual war. No drills have 
Deen had in combat tactics. “Soldiering with a majority 
of this regiment (2d Art.) of recruits is a trade, not a 
science.” The character and qualifications of the officers 
are high, as a rule, but there has been no practical in- 
struction in minor tactics, practice marches or field oper- 
ations. There has been no instruction in erecting arti- 
ficial covers and obstacles, or in topographical recon- 
noissance, and none at Cabanas, Pyrotechnica, Santa 
Clara, Jesus del Monte and Maestranzia in infantry or 
eavalry patrol. 

“The character of some of the recruits enlisted indi- 
eates a lack of care on the part of some recruiting of- 
ficers and examiners of recruits in accepting such men 
for enlistment. Many of them are physically and men- 
tally below the standard. Some of them will never be 
ag ae to perform all the duties of an artillery soldier. 
A. R. 827 provides that the officer responsible for en- 
listments made in violation of regulations may have his 
pay stopped to the extent of expenses incurred by the en- 
listment of men unfitted for service at time of enlistment. 
Unfitness is not an easy thing to prove after a recruit has 
been enlisted, assigned and accepted.” 

“By the terms of G. O. No. 84, series 1898, Headquar- 
ters of the Army, Inspector Generals are required to see 
that the instructions given in said order are carried out 
as per par. 534, Infantry Drill Regulations. There are 
ten (10) batteries of the 2d U. 8S. Art., also a regiment 
of U. 8. infantry (the 8th) in the Department of Ha- 
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vana, with service in this department since about Jany- 


ury last. ‘The only organization in the department 
potted ficient is Battery I, 2d U. S. Art.; 2d Lieut. E 
. Timberlake, Jr. No drills, under G. O. No. 84, have 


been had in any of the companies or batteries. A small 
arms range might be established near Havana. Practice 
with ball cartridges at Reina Battery would be unsafe, 
owing to limited space, nearness to the city of Havana. 
ete., but it is practicable to conform to so much of pari 
“I,” F. R. for S. M., as prescribe sighting drills, positioy 
and aiming drills and gallery practice with eart- 
ridges. uisition for the necessary. appliances and 
material for this class of small arms instruction shoul 
be made for entire ment, 

“The fact reported by light batteries of the 2d U. Ss. 
Art., that non-commissio officers’ schools are not he! 
suggests a neglect of the Picea s of par. 185, I. 1. 
R., and of A. A. R. 230.” Batteries C, D and M at Ve- 
dado have $1,238.96. None of the other batteries have 
any funds on hand. Par. 48, I. D. R., concerning 
salutes, is “so generally disregarded as to suggest insuf- 
ficient drill in the school of the soldier.” A. R. 1,544, 
concerning signal instruction, is generally disregarded, 
except in the case of Battery G, Capt. Lotus Niles, who 
should be directed to make a report upon the amount of 
practice had since landing. 

SCHOOLS FOR NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 

“Thorough training is the basis of efficiency. Troops 
cannot be thoroughly drilled and instructed in their fie)! 
duties and tactical exercises without efficient drill mas- 
ters to act as instructors. Commissioned officers require 
the assistance of competent non-commissioned officers. 
In the absence of veterans, these latter used to have in- 
struction imparted to them. One battery_ commander 
(2d Lieut. E. J. Timberlake, Jr., Battery 1) reports in 
reply to the interrogation: ‘Are non-commissioned of- 
ficers’ schools held? as follows: ‘One hour daily instruc- 
tion for entire battery,’ which is not an answer to the 
interrogation. Capt. Asher C. Taylor reports that in 
Battery B non-commissioned officers’ schools are held. 
No other organization in the 2d U. S. Art. has had the 
instructions prescribed by par. 185 of the Infantry Dril! 
Regulations, and indicated by A. R It is recom- 
mended that schools for non-commissioned officers be re- 
quired to be held; reports as to scope thereof made tu 
regimental commanders, and reports made by the latter 
to the Department Commander.” 

“For many months to come the few experienced of- 
ficers who are on duty with troops will have the task 
of imbuing adolescent 2d Lieutenants with a conception 
of the customs and traditions of military service. The 
few old soldiers will have the task of making practical! 
soldiers out of the mass of raw, unacclimated recruits 
who have never carried a gun. It will not be an easy 
matter to infuse this knowledge and impart this instruc- 
tion. The 3d Battalion of each regiment should be kept 
at recruiting depots, and recruits should be sent there 
for preliminary training, instead of being despatched to 
Cuba immediately after enlistment.” 

RECOMMENDATIONS AS TO UNIFORM. 

Col. Reade recommends that the Department Com- 
mander authorize the following modifications for summer 
uniforms: 

Undress Coat for all Officers: White duck, white linen, 
white serge or white flannel, to be worn with whit 
braid; no shoulder straps; but invariably with collar in- 
signia as to arm of the service, corps, etc.; insignia of 
rank to also be invariably worn upon the shoulder flap. 
With or without pockets, at discretion. Trousers to 
match the undress coats. The wearing of such suit to 
be permissive, not ‘obligatory. 

Coat and Trousers for Troops: Of bleached cotton duck 
for non-commissioned officers and bandsmen, and of un- 
bleached cotton duck for privates. Insignia as to arm 
of the service, corps, ete., to be invariably worn when 
the suit is authorized to be worn. The white collar to 
be worn when the summer clothing is permitted. 

Thite Linen Caps: Such as are authorized at Fort 
Monroe, Jackson Barracks, Key West and Washington 
Barracks, to be worn by all officers. Cap badge, if worn, 
to be the coat of arms of the United States embroidered 
in gold or yellow wash silk, at discretion. 

Officers’ Summer Helmets: Body of cork, pith, paper 
pulp, or other light material; covered with white facing 
cloth; chain chin strap with hooks, side buttons of gil! 
- - ‘vepeaen Top base of same material as the facing 
cloth. 

Cork or Other Helmets for Troops: That the neces 
sity for such be certified to by the Department Com 
mander, 

Fatigue and Straw Hats for All Hnlisted Men: Of 
prescribed pattern and material, to be worn by enlisted 
men on occasions to be prescribed, and in connection only 
with the authorized summer clothing. 

Insignia: The wearing of undress coat without insignia 
of rank, arm of service, etc., should be prohibited. Such 
insignia to be of bullion, metal or follow wash silk of 
appropriate color, at discretion. The advantage pos- 
sessed by the latter is that it will wash; metallic devices 
have to be removed from shoulder, or shoulder flap be 
fore laundrying; neither gold, gilt nor silver bullion will 
stand washing. 

Buttons: The undress coat for officers when made of 
white duck, flannel, linen or serge, to be worn without 
zilt, convex or other yellow metal buttons, having the 
spread eagle, stars or other device, worn or letter.

Of course the “Chronicle’s” perversion of General 
King’s statements was intentional. Neither accident nor 
ignorance could account for its glaring falsification of 
simple statements of fact. Moreover, the “Chronicle’s’’ 
case of falsification is unfortunately but one of thousands 
at present. The newspaper from which General King’s 
letter is quoted published last Saturday morning a scath- 
ing denunciation of the Associated Press, of which it is 
a “member,” for flooding the country with fraudulent 
interviews regarding the Philippine and other questions. 
A perfect epidemic of interviews credited either to some 
“well-known person,” some “officer recently returned,” 
to some individual “whose name is suppressed for good 
reasons,” or to some imaginary person with an imaginary 
name residing in an imaginary quarter of the country, 
has set in, and is being encouraged by the unscrupulous 
characters who control the National News Trust and the 
emasculated newspapers which print its despatches. 

The organized liars seldom dare to give a correct name, 
street number or locality in connection with the mass of 
fictitious evidence that they are presenting to the public. 
They make the pretence that they cannot designate per- 
sons and addresses “for obvious reasons,” for “good rea- 
sons,” “in justice to our informant,” because “it would 
verve no good purpose.” because “the innocenf might suf- 
fer.” The fact is that from the time the “Inter Ocean” 
exposed the bogus interviews attributed to the returned 
Nebraska Volunteers and forced J. Laurence Laughlin to 
confess the baselessness of his slanders the calumniators 
have confined themselves almost wholly to the invention 
of falsehoods so rank that they could not induce rep- 
utable men to father them.

PEACE CONFERENCE HYPOCRISIES. 

Russia has had her big fur-coated back patted by the 

delicate hands of dilettante reformers because of the 
pious rage she manifested over the Dum Dum, and now 
comes an English writer who tells us that the latest pat* 
tern small-bore rifle bullet used in the Russian Army is, 
if anything, far more cruel, and produces a much more 
ragged and unhealable wound than any other at present 
in use. The Russian authorities claim for this bullet 
that it makes a small hole at entry, but immediately on 
striking “somersaults” through the flesh, producing an 
outlet from 2 in, to 3 in. in diameter in its passage, pul- 
verizing and macerating the flesh in such a manner as 
to render an unhealable wound if in the body, and cer- 
tain amputation in the case of a limb being struck. ‘The 
lead interior is entirely covered with a nickel sheath. 
On striking the bullet does not crumple up, it simply 
“somersaults.” 
_ -\gain, in an instructive and most interesting paper 
in the “British Medical Journal” of July 29 on “The 
Peace Conference and the Dum Dum Bullet,” Prof. 
Alex. Agstron says: “Were the assembled world to be 
shown the destructive effects all modern military rifles 
produce, the fearful rending of viscera, the cruel pow- 
dering and splintering of bones, the tearing of the flesh, 
and the lacerated open dead space beneath the fascie 
and skin, it would, we think, be shocked to find that 
every one of its rifles is a most murderous weapon, and 
that all its bullets produce, as a rule, ghastly wounds. 
It is, indeed, out of place to apply the word ‘humane,’ 
even in a relative sense, to any of them.” In his con- 
cliding remarks the writer, after dealing with the diffi- 
culties of experiment, notes that the conduct of the 
Russian delegate at the Peace Conference was mischiev- 
ous, injudicious and grossly unfair in transferring the 
results of Von Bruns’s observations with bullets that 
were not the Dum Dum to the account of the real Dum 
Dum bullet. 

The unanimous verdict of British medical officers in 
regard to the Dum Dum bullet is that it is in no sense 
an explosive projectile. The Principal Medical Officer in 
India gives several instances in which wounds inflicted 
by Dum Dum bullets were specially examined and no 
explosive results were apparent. In one case the prin- 
“pal medieal officer saw the man himself in hospital, 
and he also saw the bullet. There was nothing explo- 
‘ive about it. Five cases are recorded by Sergt. Major 
Whitehead as having been caused by Dum Dum bullets. 
Three of these wounds differed in no respect from those 
Produced by the Lee-Metford bullet; and in two, which 
Were severe, wounds far worse have been frequently 
hoticed during campaigns caused by either the spherical 
or cylindro-conoidal projectiles other than the Dum 
Dum bullet. In fact, from beginning to end the 
medical evidence is conclusive that the bullet is far from 
being a “dreadful one” and is really less “dreadful” in 
ny, cent than many of the projectiles which have gone 
ore,

THE CASE OF CAPTAIN CARTER. 


Rumors of another investigation into the Carter case 
with a view to prosecuting certain civilians who were 
concerned in his operations haye been current in Wash- 
ington this week and one newspaper with an utter dis- 
regard for the truth has indirectly suggested that Capt. 
Carter was not prosecuted as quickly as he should have 
been, and that efforts were made to save him from trial. 
The following statement from an official source shows 
with what rapidity General John M. Wilson, Chief of 
the Engineer Corps, brought Capt. Carter to trial: 

“July 20, 1897.—Capt. Gillette relieved Capt. Carter 
of his duties at Savannah, Ga. : 

Aug. 12, 1897.—Capt. Gillette telegraphed he would 
like to see the Chief of Engineers on matters of greatest 
importance concerning Cumberland Sound. 

Aug. 12, 1897.—Chief of Engineers authorized Capt. 
Gillette, by letter, to come to Washington if considered 
imperatively necessary. 

Aug. i4, 1897.—-Capt. Gillette personally laid before 
the Chief of Engineers charges of irregularities against 
Capt. Carter in the conduct of his works. The Chief of 
Engineers directed Capt. Gillette to submit a report, in 
writing, after he had satisfied himself that he was justi- 
tied by facts in presenting it. 

Aug. 19, 1897.—Col. l. ©. Hains, Corps of Engineers, 
Division Wngineer 8S. HK. Division, called to Washington, 
and after personal conference with the Chief of Kngi- 
neers, directed to proceed at once to Savannah, Ga., to 
make a thorough investigation of the matter. The Chief 
otf Engineers at once personally notified the Acting Secre- 
tary of War of the case. 

Sept. 7, 18¥7.—Col. Hains placed written report in 
hands of Chief of Engineers, unfavorable to Capt. Carter. 

Sept. 7, 1807.—Chief of Wngineers, accompanied by 
Col. Hains, called in person on Secretary of War and lai 
case before him. 

Sept. 7, 1807.—Chief-of Engineers cabled Capt. Carter 
at London, by authority of Secretary of War, directing 
his presence in Washington at once. 

Sept. 9, 1897.—Chiet of Engineers wrote Cant. Carter 
that Secretary of Warmdirects Capt. Carter to report to 
Chief of Engineers im ediately. 

Sept. 10, 1897.—Chief of Engineers communicates to 
Capt. Carter, in writing, a copy of Capt. Gillette’s 
charges. 

Sept. 10, 1897.—By direction of Secretary of War, 
conference was held with Judge Advocate General in 
reference to the preparation of charges and specifica- 
tions. 

Sept. 13, 18v7.—By direction of Secretary of War, a

During the 
trial, the Chief of Engineers was called upon to furnish 
original papers from his office files bearing on the case ; to 
send an employee to identify these papers, and to assist 
in securing attendance of officers of the Corps of Pngi- 
neers as witnesses, both for the prosecution and defence. 
All this was promptly done. 

May 13, 1808.— Secretary of War extends limit of ar- 
rest of Capt. Carter to include the city of ..ew York. 

Since the adjournment of the Court-Martial the Chief 
of Engineers has had no official connection with the trial 
of Capt. Carter in any capacity: the record of the pro- 
ceedings has never been referred to the Chief of Hngi- 
neers, and he has never seen or read such record.” 

The brief in the case of Capt. Carter prepared by his 
counsel, Wayne McVeagh before he went to Europe has 
been made public in a pamphlet of ninety nages. Mr. 
McVeagh denies that the friends and counsel of Capt. 
Carter plead with the President for mercy. No person, 
he says, speaking on behalf of Capt. Carter, has ever ap- 
pealed to the President or anv one else for mercy for. him. 
It was not mercy, but the recognition of his innocence 
they demanded. Mr. McVeagh also denies that any at- 
tempt has been made to delay or smother consideration of 
the case. He calls attention to his own representation, 
as Capt. Carter’s counsel, to the President and Secretary 
of War that the most satisfactory way to dispose of the 
case would be to put it before a judge and jury. ‘Thirdly. 
Mr. McVeagh repudiates the newspaper intimations that 
the President has been desirous of shielding Capt. Carter. 
The only questions the President has ever asked regard- 
ing the case he says, are: Was Capt. Carter's trial con- 
ducted in accordance with law, and: Is he innocent or 
guilty? 

The defence is in effect an impeachment of the capacity 
of the Covrt-Martial that tried Capt. Carter and an ex- 
pression of the general distrust of such tribunals enter- 
tained by civilian lawyers. Mr. McVeagh says: “I need 
not dwell upon the general incompetence of a detail of 
officers. selected ad hoc by the Secretary of War to deal 
with such questions. It is no derogation from the char- 
acter of a military officer to say that his training dis- 
tinetly disavalifies him to deal with important questions 
of Jaw and fact involving large sums of money and pre- 
senting complicated and difficult anestion« of evidence 
such as are so freavently presented in the voluminous 
record of this case. Indeed. it is not stating the case too 
strongly to say that it would not be easv to select an 
eqyal number of high-minded gentlemen from any 6ther 
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work on twenty-one contracts in neighboring districts. 
The credibility of the tion's yriasipe witnesses 
is attacked in detail. eir testimony, . MacVeagh 
says, would be ridiculous were it not in such a grave 
cause. BExtracts from the testimony of one of the wit- 
nesses are used to show that the witness is not only a 
perjurer, but an embezzler. 

e long list of distinguished engineers who testified 
in Capt. Carter’s favor is rehearsed and contrasted with 
the best of those who testified against him, which the 
brief says inclu perjurers and ignorant and biased 
men whose evidence would not hold for a moment in a 
court of law. u 

“The conclusion of the whole matter is this: For the 
serious errors in law with which the record of this case 
is fairly saturated, and which worked grievous wrong to 
the accused, the findings which were the result of those 
errors must necessarily be disapproved, and as there is no 
evidence to be found therein incompatible with the abso- 
lute innocence of the accused, no reasonable ground ex- 
ists for subjecting him to another trial.” 

The case of Capt. Carter has been entirely unusual in 
the opportunity for appeal allowed him. Mr. MacVeagh 
first talked two hours to the President about it; then he 
had two briefs before the Attorney General during the re- 
trial of the case by that officer, which is something un- 
precedented in Courts-Martial cases. 


LATBDST FROM MANILA. 

Four men of the 23d Inf., stationed at Cebu, have been 
reported ambushed by natives in the hills. Three of the 
Americans were killed, but the fourth man succeeded in 
making his escape. Details of the affair are lacking. 

The official despatch from General Otis announcing the 
co-operation of natives in Cebu, who attacked the insur- 
gents, gives some hope that an understanding of the real 
nature of the American mission in the Philippines is be- 
ginning to enter the native mind. Data as to the identity 
of Dato Mundi and the value of his assistance are not 
numerous, but that he is worthy of a long telegram is 


something. 
General Wheeler has been ordered to report to General 





MacArthur. His command is to be General Funston’s 
brigade, which Col. Liscum has commanded t rarily. 
General Wheeler has spent a week in visiting lines. 


He is quoted as saying: “I am much pleased with the 
situation. I think that when Maj. Gen. Otis gets more 
troops here he will make rapid progress. The country is 
more favorable for military operations than I supposed. 
The impression that it is unhealthy is wrong.” 

Col. Smith, of the 12th Inf., who is in command at 
Angeles, is skeptical regarding Filipino friendliness. In- 
stead of allowing the natives to return to the town, as 
heretofore, he ordered his troops to shoot all men trying 
to pass the lines and to turn back the women and chil- 
dren. He gave the ami in the town an epportunity to 
prove their professed friendship, putting them to work at 
digging trenches and cleaning streets, but this only dis- 
are | them. The foremost citizen of Angeles, a lawyer 
who had welcomed the Americans with a t show of 
cordiality, was found communicating with the insurgents. 
The Americans promptly marched him off to San Fer- 
nando to stand trial. 

It is said to be a rare week that goes by in the Philip- 
pines without a rebel leader being reported as n- 
ated. Now Aguinaldo is announced in a Japanese paper 
of date of July 22 as the victim of General Pilar, who 
in an altercation over the death of General Luna killed 
the Filipino executive by sending a bullet through his 
head. neral Lama was reported killed as the result of 
a talking match, and if the vague report is true about 
Aguinaldo, it would most pay General Otis to cireulate 
among the chiefs some sub like “16 to 1” or “expan 
sion,” and in the ensuing riot of speech all his enemies 
might kill themselves off. 

Copies of orders issued by General Otis tell the story 
of the court-martial by the American authorities at 
Manila of three Spanish officers, a Comma nte, aA 
Major and a Captain, on the charge of embezzlement from 
the United States. The officers are Carlos Aymerich, 
Branlio Zorita and Jose Ruiz. They were in charge of 
the Presidio de Manila, a Spanish prison. 1, 0en Manila 
was taken by the American forces, the three Spanish offi- 
cers were retained in charge by the Americans. They 
were accused before the court-martial of conspiracy to 
embezzle public funds in violation of the rules of war. 
Aymerich was acquitted. Zorita and Ruiz were convicted 
and sentenced to a term of three years in prison and to 
nay a fine of + 2,500 each. General Otis, in view of the 
long time they had been held in confinement pending 
trial, reduced the term to six months. 

Buranico Salvador. a native, was convicted by a court- 
martial of killing a Chinese at Tloilo and sentenced to be 
hanged. The sentence was disapproved because the evi- 
dence did not show that the wounds inflicted by Salvador 
caused death, and Salvador was released. Rafael Albert, 
a private in the Spanish army and a prisoner of war at 
Manila, was tried on the charge of killing another Span- 
ish prisoner, He was convicted and sentenced to be 
hanged. The record in the case was sent to Washington 
for action, and the Joudee Advocate General of the Army 
expreseed the opinion that the findings were not fully in 
accord with the evidence. The sentence was therefore 
disanproved and Albert released. 

The Red Cross iety has news from Manila, by wav 
of Madrid. that Aguinaldo has promised to release ‘all 
sick Spanish prisoners. 

A statement of the receints of the Philippine: islands 
from the date of occupation bv the United States Govern- 
ment to July 31 last. as made public by the War Devart- 
ment. shows that the financial condition of the islands, in 
consideration of the fact that a state of wat exists. is 
flattering.

FROM THD ISLANDS. 


The military colony at Havana was greatly excited 
Aug. 27 over the removal of Maj. Ladd, the Auditor, to 
the yellow fever hospital, he having been taken sick and 
his illness being diagnosed as yellow jack. He had been 
living with General Chaffee, Governor-General Brooke's 
Chief of Staff, and a number of other officers, and it was 
feared that they, too, had been ex to the contagion. 
It developed the day after, however, that Maj. Ladd’s 
iliness was not yellow fever, but a severe attack of bilious 
fever, to which he is subject. The garrison of the 2d 
Art. at the Cabanas Fortress, in which yellow fever ap- 
peased, was moved Aug. 28 to a camp a mile and a half 
rom the fortress. One soldier of the garrison has died 
from the disease. Four others have been taken to the 
hospital, but they are suffering from the disease in a mild 
form. The authorities feel that the most dangerous 
months are past, and paving escaped an epidemic so far 
they believe there is little danger of one now. ere is 
no let up, however, in sanitary vigilance. Reports from 
rovinces are encouraging, especially Puerto 
pandas, where the 15th Inf. is stationed. Almost every 
case of yellow fever so far among Americans in Havana 
since Jan. 1 has been traced to the “Tenderloin” of Ha- 
vana, which is now practically quarantined against all 
Americans, and absolutely so against soldiers, who are 
turned back by the police. : Te 

When our officers returned from their posts of adminis- 
trative duty in the islands they ought to be au fait in all 
legal matters—ecclesiastical, military, pelitical, etc. 
Nothing is proving more embarrassing to them than the 
adjudication of religious disputes which are continually 
cropping out. One of the latest was precipitated by 
Secretary Capote’s order that the cemetery at Matanzas 
be turned over to the church authorities. This aroused 
great indignation in that city, and a demonstration was 
made against the order. The Mayor signed a protest. 
General Wilson ordered Governor Betancourt not to turn 
over the cemetery until he had time to investigate all the 
facts of the controversy. 

The supplementary Cuban army lists are almost fin- 
ished. ‘The final revision is now being made. Payments 
will be commenced on Sept. 1. Lieut. Col. Moale, who 
has been paying the Ist, 2d and 3d Corps of the Cuban 
army, reports having paid 23,046 men. ‘The total number 
paid of all the corps is 33,692, and $473,000 is left for dis- 
tribution according to the supplementary lists. 

General Maximo Gomez, who has just returned from a 
visit to his son’s grave, which is beside General Maceo’s, 
near Bejucal, has age a letter declaring that his 
son's y will not brought to Havana until the estab- 
lishment of a Cuban Republic. The committee which 
was appointed to care for Maceo’s body reached the same 
conclusion regarding him. 

General Jiminez is having a hard time carrying on his 
revolutionary propaganda against Santo Domingo from 
Cuba. He was arrested at Santiago Aug. 29 by order of 
General Wood. 

A statement of the financial condition of the Island of 
Cuba shows that under the management of the United 
States Government the receipts of the island from Jan. 1 
to July 31 of the current year exceeded the expenditures 
by $1,789,469. During the period named the receipts 
from all sources were $8,321,334, and the disbursements 
$6,531,865. 

Investigations are proceeding under orders from Gen- 
eral Brooke into the virtues of the eucalyptus tree as an 
anti-malarial agent. In the Campagna di Roma, Italy, 
it is said eucalyptus is now recognized as rendering 
the whole territory much less unhealthful. The City 
of Mexico is cited as another instance, where the Vigo 
Canal, the floating gardens, and other malarial] districts 
are now well stocked with young trees, with the result 
that places which were once marshy and unhealthful have 
been rendered dry and innocuous. General Wood is re- 
ported to have strongly endorsed a requisition for the 
trees for Santiago. 

The Cuban inspectors of census have arrived at Ha- 
vana from Washington, and in interviews have delighted 
the “independence” element in Cuban politics. The date 
for the beginning of the census is now set for Oct. 16. 
The Cubans wanted it to commence Oct. 10, to celebrate 
the beginning of the war for independence in 1868, but 
the authorities decided it would be wise to have no 
political significance attach to it. 

A cablegram from Samoa of date of Aug. 23 says that 
all is quiet in Samoa. The officials are working har- 
moniously, and business is prosperous. The only oo 
there are the German protected cruiser Cormoran and the 
British armed sloop Torch. The United States collier 
Abarenda arrived recently with the material for the coal- 
ing station and naval jetty at Pago-Pago. 

e receipts of the Government in the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands during the month of July last were $207,215, as 
against $184,798 in the same month of last year. The ex- 
penditures in the same month were only $172,381 for 
current expenses, as against $234,909 in July, 1898 
There was thus a decrease in expenditures and an in- 
crease in receipts. The expenditures, however, were 
raised to the total of $212,272 on account of the loan fund, 
as against a total of $261,278 for July, 1898. The total 
insular debt is now $4,653,199, as against $4,449,617 a 

ear ago. The customs receipts at ail the ports in June 
ast were: From the United States, imports, $1,412,658 ; 
from other countries, $384,494. This is almost 100 per 
cent. better than the record of June, 1898. when the 
corresponding figures were respectively $599:803 and 

995. The total collections during the first six 
months of 1898 were $4,714,143, as against 294

Col. Bird, of the Army Transport Service, has received 
many congratulations on the excellent system of Amer.

these vessels to such an extent as to instruct Capt. Vignal, 
the Military Attaché of the French Legation, to make an 
investigation of the American tra plans with a 
view of adopting American ideas in the French service.

With another load the ship will proceed to Hono- 
lulu, and then pick up the first load and proceed on her 
way to Manila, leaving the second load to taken later. 
Another plan that is being considered is to have one ship 
run between San Francisco and Honolulu only, and three 
between Honolulu and Manila. 

Arrangements have been made at the War Department 
for the return of five battalions of infantry from Cuba 
about Oct. 1. rders were issued by Secretary Root 
some time ago directing General B e to designate a 
battalion from each of five regiments to return to the 
United States, but the date of their return was not then 
determined. This has been governed entirely by the 
transportation on hand, and it was not until Fridav that 
the vessels were selected. They are the aeag p 3 and 
Crook, which have been ordered to New York for repair. 
As soon as the repairs are completed they will go to Cuba 
to bring back the troops named. It is stated in the 
Quartermaster’s Department tnat this will be about Oct. 
1. The plans of the Department contemplate the landing 
of the troops at New York, from which place they will be 
sent to Camp Meade and then sent by rail to the army 
posts already designated for their assignment.

NEW MOUNTAIN GUN. 


While at Sandy Hook this week the Secretary of War 
inspected the fortifications, and observed the working 
of several of the new type guns. He was particularly 
interested in the new mountain gun, which is now under 
consideration for use in the Philippines. It is the Sec- 
retary’s intention to form a full mountain battery of 
these guns to be transported on mule back. Already 
several hundred mules have been sent to the Philippines, 
and it is proposed to use some of them to carry these 
guns. Four mules are assigned to a gun, two of them 
carrying the ammunition and the other two carrying the 
— mechanism and wheels and carriage. he new gun 

as commended itself to the Department by reason of 
its extreme simplicity of design, the comparative light- 
ness of its weight, the ease with which it may be dis- 
mounted for pack transport and the extreme measure of 
efticiency which it has developed in active service in the 
hands of British troops. It shoots a Lee wd weighing 
12% pounds, with a muzzle velocity of f. s., while 
by decreasing the muzzle velocity about 100 f. s. it has 
been found possible to fire shells weighing 20 pounds 
each. The gun has been adopted by the British Govern- 
ment, and was used in the Soudan campaign, where six 
batteries were employed. They were also used with con- 
siderable success in the Omdurman and Khartoum can- 
paigns. The entire equipment weighs 873 pounds, in- 
cluding ‘mount and trail, and when dismounted is easily 
carried by four mules. The gun is — for firing 
shrapnel, and can also be used for firing pound shells 
filled with bursting charges and incendiary stars, which 
eet fire to buildings and huts. Its mechanism ic very 
simple, consisting of only nine parts, and it can be taken 
apart and assembled without the use of any tool. It is 
the only gun of its kind that possesses efficient mounting 
for checking the recoil of the gun when fired. 

Upen an order from the War Department Maxim & 
Company, of London, have delivered one of these guns to 
the United States, and it is now at Sandy Hook, where 
it has been tested with over four hundred rounds of 





*ammunition and proven highly satisfactory.

Serious injury is done to the Military Academy by the 
stories afloat as to the severe character of the hazing 
to which the plebes have been subjected this year. It is 
not merely the newepaper stories that are making mis- 
chief, but the confirmation of them that comes in pri- 
vate letters and reports. A relative of one of the cadets 
says, for example: “The hazing which has dis- 
graced West Point this summer has spoiled much of the 
ease of mind I might have had, and caused me great 
anxiet The elder officers have tried very hard, as did 
Col. rast, when Commandant, to stop thie brutality 
which only cowards would indulge in; but there has been 
much of it in spite of all. One boy had convulsions, and 
others were tormented until they became unconscious. 
One poor fellow had his knee injured, and was in the 
hospital.” There is no place in the Army for young 
men whose instincts are so brutal, or their sensibility 
the feelings of others so obtuse that they can find p 
ure in tormenting the helpless. We are glad to see that 
one of the young men detected in flagrante delictu has 
been promptly dismissed. There is room outside for 
other violatore of Academy regulations, and the in- 
stincts of manhood. Young men whose fathers and 
xrandfathers rendered honorable service to the country 
before ‘these regulators of Academy ethics were born, 
seem to have been the chief sufferers from hazing. 

Cadet P. 8S. Smith, of Fairfield, Neb.. who was sum- 
marily ordered out of the Academy by the Superintend- 
ent, has been in Washington, where he went to place his 
case before Secretary Root. He acknowledged that he 
had hazed Cadet U. S. Grant, grandson of General 
Grant, but had done him no err injury. Smith was 
caught hazing a oe in one of the compeny streets by 
Capt. Anderson. He was brought before t uperintend- 
ent with his victim. 

“Mr. Smith, you will leave the Post at once,” said Col. 
Mills. and just twenty-four hours after reporting back to 
the Academy after he a a year punishment for the same 
offence Smith left the Military Ac ae in disgrace. 

Washington, Aug. 31—The War Department made 
public this afternoon the following statement regarding 
the dismissal of Cadet Smith from West Point: 

*hilip S. Smith was admitted into the Milita ; Acad- 
emy from the Fifth District of Nebraska in 1 He 
was tried by general court-martial in august, 1898, for 
harassing and annoying new cadets; was found ogity and 
sentenced to be sus nded without pay till J 
to join the then third class. He reported at West Point 
at 1: :10 p. m. on the 28th, and about 9:45 p. m. was de- 
tected in harassing and annoying a new cadet. He ac- 
knowledged his offence, and after a careful consideration 
of the case by the Secretary of War, was summarily dis- 
missed from the Academy. 

“It is the intention of the Secretary of War to inflict 
the most summary and exemplary punishment upon all 
Cadets ¢ of the Military Academy detected in hazing new 
Cadets.”

GENERAL THOMAS A. DAVIES. 

General Thos. A. Davies, who died Aug. 19 at the fam- 
ily homestead at Black Lake, near Ogdensburg, N. Y., 
in his 90th year, had a varied career. on entered the 
Military Academy from New York in 1825, he was grad- 


uated in 1829 and promoted to the Ist U. 8. Inf. ; served 
for a while on the frontier and at West Point ‘and re- 
signed Oct. 31, 1831, to engage in civil pursuits. He suf- 
fered business reverses in 1837. and accepted employment 
in New York as a civil engineer in the construction of the 
Croton aqueduct, but after two years engaged in busi- 
ness, prospered, and retired with a fortune in 1860. In 
1861 he went to the front as Colonel of the 16th New 
York Vols., and rendered conspicuous service. In March, 
1862. he was appointed Brigadier General of Volunteers 
and joined the Army in the West under General Halleck, 
being assigned to the command of the 2d Division, Army 

of the Tennessee at the battle of Corinth, and his division 
alone for a long time engaged the whole force of the 
enemy, and were thanked in general orders to General 
Davies and his command for their gallant conduct. 

Some veterans may remember the spiking of the guns 
at Island No. 10, and at New Madrid, by order of n- 
eral Davies. He was ordered before a Military Comene 
sion of which W. K. Strong was president, He p 
military necessity and the finding was that he had‘ eeted 
the part of a prudent and faithful officer,” and was honor- 
ably acquitted. A full account of this matter will be 
found in the Army and Navy Journal of Dec. 19, 1863, 
page.267. General Davies was mustered out Aug. 24, 
1865, receiving the brevet of Major General for gallant 
and meritorious service. He returned to New York and 
devoted himself to the management of his estate and to 
literature, writing several books, mostly on religious top- 
ics. he being a staunch Episcopalian. He passed much 
of his leisure time in field sports and almost up to the 
time of his death retained the reputation of a keen and 
skilful sportsman.

His grandfather, Gen. David Ram- 
say Clendenin, made a brilliant record with the 8th Illi- 
nois Cavalry during the Civil War. The rest of his life 
was spent in the Regular Army on the frontier. His 
other grandfather, Col. Henry Brown Osgood, served in 
both the Civil and Spanish-American wars, and his work 
among the Cubans in Santiago is well known. An uncle, 
Maj. Winchester Dana Osgood, of the Cuban Army, 
was killed, while acting as Chief of Artillery at Gui- 
mara, Guba, Oct. 18, 1896. He is also a direct descend- 
ant of Gen. Israel Putnam, of Revolutionary fame. 


An admirable likeness of Winston Churchill appears 
in “Harper's Weekly” for August 26, which says of 
him: “The training which he received at Annapolis 
was, of course, chiefly technical, but it was nevertheless 
a good training for the work which Mr. Churchill pro- 
poses to do. Apart from the advantage of being thrown 
with students from all parts of the country, the severe 
mental and physical discipline to which he was subject- 
ed has given him a power of concentration and a habit 
of persistent work, which ever since have stood him 
in good stead. At the same time it made him realize 
that he could never be permanently satisfied with any- 
thing but a literary life, and he resigned, soon after 
his graduation, to accept a position on the Army and 
Navy Journal. At the end of about a year of editorial 
work, partly upon the ‘Cosmopolitan Magazine,’ he de- 
cided to deyote himself to the writing of stories and 
particularly of historical novels dealing with American 
life. His first book, “lhe Celebrities,’ published in 
1897, was indeed written in a vein of very lively com- 
edy; but ‘Richard Carvel,’ upon which he was en- 
gaged for several years, is the first of a series of stories 
which will cover different characteristic phases of Am- 
erican social development. Mr. Churchill's dominant 
personal trait is singleness and concentration of purpose. 
He unites great energy and enthusiasm with very con- 
siderable powers of work. His materials are con- 
scientiously collected and elaborately prepared, and 
when the stage of composition is reached he writes with 
a laborious and careful pen. Everything he has pub- 
lished-hitherto has been several times rewritten and re- 
vised, and while, as ‘Richard Carvel’ shows, he needs 


plenty of space in which to earry ont bis ideas, he does 


not fall into the error of elaboration for its own sake. 
Just as his work indicates Western energy and self- 
confidence, so his face and manner indicate Western 
shrewdness, good humor, and vivacity, combined, it 
should be added, in a searcely describable way, with 
certain manifest signs of the good English blood. In- 
deed, throughout he is an interesting blending of some 
of the best English with some of the best American 


characteristics.”

SURGEON GENERAL VAN REYPEN, U. 8S. N. 

The New York “Tribune” of August 20 published 
an excellent likeness of Surg. General William Knicker- 
bocker Van Reypen, U. S. N., with a sketch of his career. 
Ile is a graduate of the classical and medical depart- 
ments of the University of New York, and while yet a 
student served as Surgeon of a Volunteer regiment, en- 
tering the Navy as an Assistant Surgeon December 20, 
1861. 

From the beginning of his career, especially on round- 
the-world cruises, he studied the hospitals of every port, 
and, profiting by the experience of all countries, has been 
foremost in tmproving American establishments of this 
character, his ability in this direction being conspicuous- 
ly shown in the new hospital at Mare Island, California. 
In 1897 he was sent as a delegate to represent the Navy 
at the International Medical Congress at Moscow, when 
he came into world-wide prominence through reading the 
great paper of the congress on the care and transporta- 
tion of wounded in naval warfare, showing the plan of 
a model ambulance ship, of his design throughout. 

The “Tribune” says: “The wonderful health record 
of the American Navy, which has excited the curiosity 
of other nations and of medical men everywhere, has been 
variously attributed to the physique of the enlisted men, 
their superior discipline, the sanitary refinements peculiar 
to United States war vessels, the comparatively easy 
duties involved and the like. But the facts that during 
the Spanish war only a single United States sailor died 
of the sixty-seven who received serious wounds, and that 
no general sickness occurred upon ships confined all sum- 
mer in notoriously insalubrious tropical waters, main- 
taining rigid blockade, or, as at Manila, holding an un- 
healthy community in check pointed unmistakably to the 
excellence of the Navy Medical Corps and its able chief 
officer. The latter had been in official command of the 
surgical forces less than a year when the war began, 
but he had been virtually at the head of his branch of 
the service for fifteen years, and most of the progress 
toward the present state of its proficiency had been di- 
rected by him. For a long time he had been recognized 
at home and abroad as a leader in naval and militaryy 
hygiene, and his proposal at Moscow in 1897 to the 
Powers represented at the International Medical Con- 
gress for neutral ambulance ships in war elicited the ap- 
plause of all civilized nations.”

Was in the battle of Las Guasimas, 
June 24, 1898, and was wounded. Was recommended 
for a medal of honor by the senior officer of his regiment 
present, Maj. James M. Bell. Was recommended for a 
brevet by Maj. Gen. Wheeler, and was especially com- 
mended by Brig. Gen. Young. Lieut. Byram acted as 
Squadron Adjutant until the Captain of his troop was 
wounded, when he took personal command of it. Maj. 
Bell in his official report thus describes Lieut. Byram’s 
conduct: “Lieut. Byram, who had been up to this time 
acting as my Squadron Adjutant, then assumed com- 
mand of the troops and a few minutes later was shot in 
the head. He went a short distance to where the surgeon 
was caring for the wounded, had his wound dressed and 
the flow of blood arrested. The surgeon directed him to 
li¢ down in the trench with the remainder of the wounded 
and keep quiet. He refused to do so, saying that his 
troop was without an officer and his place was on 
the fighting line. He returned to the troop against the 
earnest protests of the surgeon, took command and re- 
mained in the thickest of the fight until from loss of 
blood and the nervous shock of the wound he fainted and 
had to be carried to the rear.” Maj. Byram was on duty 
with the National Guard of Colorado from August, 1893, 
to August, 1897. 

Abram L. Haines, Captain and Assistant Surgeon, 
was educated at Schoharie Academy and Normal! Col- 
lege, Albany, N. Y., and the Medical Department of the 
U niversity of New York, graduating March 3, 1883. He

NOT A PFORPRUNNER OF DREYFUS 

For fifty years, from 1812 to 1862, we had in our Navy 
wn officer of Jewish birth named Urial P. Levy. He 
entered as a sailing master, and died with the rank of 
Captain. For some reason he was intensely unpopular 
with officers and men alike, and in an article in the Sep- 
tember “Century” entitled ““An American Forerunner of 
Dreyfus,” Mr. James Morris Morgan seeks to make it 
appear that he was persecuted for his religion. There 
are very few Naval officers now living who remember 
Levy, but the traditions of the service do not bear out 
Mr. Morgan’s theory. Admiral Ammen, who served with 
Levy, tells us in his “Old Navy and the New” that “he 
was below the medium height, robustly built, had a quer- 
ulous, squeaky voice, sharp black eyes and a rather dark 
and oily look. He was fussy in manner, and evidently 
desirous of impressing one and all with the idea that 
‘he was somebody.’ He was not a Jew, because he ate 
ham; but that act in itself could not make him a Chris- 
tian.” 

Ammen describes Levy as discarding, when Captain 
of the Vandalia, a Captain’s gig for a single bank boat 
pulling six oars. He called her the “Cleopatra’s barge.” 
The boat had a blue and gold streak painted around it 
near the water line, and a very long pennant-staff, with 
a large brass star surmounting it, was stepped in the 
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bow when the boat left the ghip. The “pose of the oc.’ 


ecupant on such occasions,” Ammen adds, “was 80 con- 
sequential as to be ridiculous.” 

Ammen, who was a midshipman then, was soon ip- 
volved in difficulties with his commanding officer, and 
he says: “Whatever I learned when under his command 
was wholly by indirection, and that is not only a pain- 
ful way, but often leads to the development of very bad 
and uncharitable qualities. * * * I was inspired with 
so thorough a disgust for the service during this cruise 
that I determined to resign as soon as I had asked my 
father’s consent. My naval education acquired during 
the earlier and rougher years of that service has given 
me ean invincible and thorough contempt for every one 
who uses his authority for any other purpose than mak- 
ing those under his command effective.” 

Levy seems to have understood the art of making what 
is known in the Navy as an uncomfortable ship, and he 
was hated accordingly. Speaking of leaving the Van. 
dalia with a draft of men ordered on board the receiy- 
ing ship, Ammen says: “As the ecow was towed away 
from the Vandalia, Comdr. Levy stood upon the poop 
in a pose of assumed dignity. As soon as he was seen 
by the men epithets were showered upon him, despite 
my orders for silence.” 

Mr. Morgan tells us that during the voyage referred. to 
“Midshipman Ammen complained of one of the boys 
mimicking him. Comdr. Levy, instead of inflicting a 
dozen with the cat-o’-nine-tails, had the youth seized to 
a gun and a lump of tar about the size of a dollar stuck 
to the small of his back, to which were attached a few 
feathers, saying that ‘as the boy was so fend of mocking 
people, he would make a parrot of him.’ The punish- 
ment laste five minutes, when the boy, with a littl: 
grease, removed his ‘badge of disgrace,’ laughing heartily 
and congratulating himself that he had escaped the cruel 
cats. ‘For this offence he was tried by court-martial.’ The 
Court, as usual, found Comdr. Levy guilty, and sentenced 
him to be dismissed from the service. President Tyle: 
mitigated the sentence to suspension without pay for a 
period of twelve months.” 

That Levy was court-martialed on the occasion re- 
ferred to there is no doubt, though we are not sure that 
Mr. Morgan correctly states his offence. Secretary Up- 
shur recommended that the sentence be approved, and 
when President Tyler sent the case back to the Court, it 
reaffirmed its former action. Levy was court-martialed 
on five other occasions, but Mr. Morgan’s account does 
not indicate that he was subject to any other perse- 
eution than that an unpopular officer was likely to 
suffer from those whose dislike of him disposed them 
to make the most of his peccadilloes. The fact that Mr. 
Morgan “stands aghast,” as he contemplates “the trivi- 
ality of the charges of which dignified courts took cog- 
nizance” simply shows his ignorance of our old Navy, 
and does not prove that the object of his defence was 
made a victim simply because he was a Jew. The fact 
that he was “dropped” from the Navy by the “Shubrick 
Board” proves nothing, for many kept him company, 
and among them such an excellent officer as Alexander 
C. Rhind, who afterwards distinguished himself in the 
Civil War. 

The Shubrick Board was appointed under the act of 
February 28, 1855, providing for an inquiry into the 
efficiency of Navy Officers for duty ashore or afloat. 
Those incapacitated by their own fault were to be dropped 
and the others transferred to the reserve list. Thirty-one 
Captains, thirty-three Commanders and sixty-four Lieu- 
tenants were put on the reserve list, and three Captains, 
six Commanders, nineteen Lieutenants, eight Masters 
and twelve Midshipmen were dropped. A subsequent 
act of January 16, 1857, permitted an appeal from this 
decision and the following officers were restored: Cap- 
tain Urial P. Levy, Lieut. Richard W. Meade, Sr., Lieut. 
John J, B. Walbach, Lieut. Abram Davis Harrell, Lieut. 
Thomas H, Stevens, Lieut. Abner Read (who died from 
wounds received in action during the Civil War), Lieut. 
Alex. C. Rhind, Master John Madigan, Master Geo, A. 
Stevens, P. Midshipmen James S. Thornton, Edw. A. 
Selden. Some of the other officers dropped were subse- 
quently placed on the reserved list. 

Mr. Morgan himself shows that the prejudice against 
Levy was increased by the fact “that he was an inter- 
loper, having entered the Navy as Master, to the preju- 
dice of the older midshipmen, etc., etc.” Others who 
were not Jews have complained of suffering from a simi- 
lar cause, among them the late Comdr. Gorringe, who 
was the son of an Episcopal clergyman. Race prejudice 
may have been an element in the case of Levy,, but there 
is nothing to show that his treatment was due to re- 
ligious prejudice. Indeed, Mark Twain, who writes 
“Concerning the Jews” in ““Harper’s Magazine” for Sep- 
tember, presents an excellent argument to show that the 
Jew has never been the victim of a merely religious 
prejudice. He says: “I feel convinced that the Cruci- 
fixion has not much to do with the world’s attitude toward 
the Jew; that the feasons for it are older than that 
event, as suggested by Dgypt’s experience and by Rome's 
regret (recorded by one of the Latin historians) for hav- 
ing persecuted an unknown quantity called a Christian, 
under the mistaken impression that she was merely per- 
secuting a Jew.” 
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An officer of the Army on a tour through Europe 
writes: “Seeing the splendidly equipped and efficient vet- 
erinary corps belonging to the great armies on this 
side, standing as scientific bodies alongside of the medi- 
eal corps, brings out very strikingly the lamentable 
deficiency of our Army in this matter. Strange to say, 


ours is the only Army in the world deserving the name, 
that has no veterinary service included in its organiza- 
tion.”

THB VOLUNTERK ARMY. 

Rapid progress is being made in forming a Volunteer 
Army for service in the Philippines. According to pres- 
ent intentions the entire Volunteer force will land in the 
Philippines about Dec. 1, provided the regiments can be 
formed in time for their transportation by the 1st of No- 
vember. The first ten regiments have been organizea and 
some of them are now on their way to San Francisco to 
embark for Manila. They will be transported as rapidly 
as possible, and it is thought that the last of these regi- 
ments will be on the way to Manila about Uct. 1. This 
will place them in the Philippines within thirty days and 
leave the War Department officials free to continue re- 
cruiting and organizing the ten additional regiments. 
Col. Bird has had no little trouble to procure proper 
transportation, and at the present time needs transports 
to carry about three thousand men. Several transports 
have been offered, but they have not proven suitable. 
The Roanoke, which was under consideration for several 
days this week, has been rejected, the owners insisting 
that it should be fitted up and loaded in Puget Sound. 

The work of bringing home the Volunteers now in the 
islands has been nearly completed. General Otis cabled 
the War Department Thursday that the Para sailed that 
day and that the Tartar will sail Sept. 3, Pennsylvania 
Sept. 5, Newport and Ohio Sept. 7. Each of these ves- 
sels will bring discharged men and Volunteer State troops. 
There are about 3,500 Volunteers and discharged men to 
be brought back to the United States, and with the sail- 
ing of the Ohio the last of this number will have left the 
islands for home. After the departure of these troops 
General Otis will still have an effective fighting force of 
about 26,000 Regulars and 2,000 men recruited for the 
three Volunteer regiments now being organized there. 
This will make the available army about 28,000 strong. 
In addition to this 3,000 troops are now on the way to 
Manila on the different transports, and will reach there 
within the next fifteen days, giving General Otis a com- 
plete army of 31,000 men. : 

Then as rapidly as possible the men belonging to the 
ten Volunteer regiments will be sent from San Francisco 
so that a further increase of 13,090 men can be expected 
to be on hand before the end of the first week in Novem- 
ber. It is calculated that by that time the additional ten 
regiments will be recruited and ready for transportation, 
so that within another thirty days a further increase of 
13,090 men will join the Philippine army. 

It is calculated at the War Department that General 
Otis’s force before the end of December, including the 
twenty-two infantry regiments already authorized, and 
the one cavalry regiment, and colored infantry regiment 
with recruits to fill the Regular Army regiments to their 
full strength, will be fully 65,000 mén. Describing 
the situation in Luzon a correspondent of che New York 
“Sun” says: “The great fact of the whole case is that we 
are dealing with Orientals and vou never can tell from 
what they have done to-day what they will do to-morrow. 
Just when the Filipinos seem to be making most earnest 
preparations for a hard fight they may quit the game and 
come in, though as yet very few of them have seemed 
to care for the $30, Mexican, to be had for each rifle sur- 
rendered. On the other hand, just when they seem to be 
making preparations for a general surrender they are 
quite likely to try their best to win by a battle. Here in 
Manila one hears every possible account of their condi- 
tion. They are starving; have rice in abundance; are al- 
most entirely out of ammunition, so much so that at San 
lernando they are making slugs of rolls of tin hammered 
solid; yet every little advance of the Americans meets 
with a stubborn resistance and rebel bullets rain about 
our men; they are torn by internal dissensions; they were 
never in better shape; they all want to surrender right 
away; they will fight to the death; and so it goes.” 

Nearly all the officers for the additional ten Volunteer 
regiments have been appointed. Only about 90 more re- 
main to be selected, and they belong mainly to the States 
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of California, Ohio and Wisconsin. All the field officers 
have been selected except one Lieutenant Colonel, and 
ten Majors. An announcement of the persons to fill 
these places will probably be deferred until the return of 
the President, as he has several names now before him 
for consideration. The President and the Secretary of 
War are now planning for the formation of the colored 
regiment. It is stated at the War Department that while 
all the field officers will be Regular Army officers pro- 
moted to that service, it is the plan to appoint colored 
men to the positions of company officers in recognition of 
their services at San Juan and Bl Caney. 

The announcement this week of the appointment to the 
Volunteer Army as Lieutenants of a number of enlisted 
men has been joyous news to the enlisted force of the 
Regular Army. To Aajutant Geveral Corbin much credit 
is due for the selection of a number of the privates for 
promotion from the ranks. General Corbin persistently 
insisted that justice required the recognition of the merits 
and bravery of the enlisted men, and when it was detér- 
mined to raise an additional ten regiments he instantly 
recommen to the Secretary of War that a number of 
the enlisted men of the Regular service be given an oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate their ability to handle troops in 
battle. 





ARMY NOTBSS. 

From the reports of the Inspector General's Depart- 
ment and other evidence, it appears that the Army we 
earried to Cuba and Porto Rico last year no longer ex- 
ists; a large proportion of the trained men are gone, 
and recruits have taken their place. Promotion, invalid- 
ism, a transfer to higher commands in Volunteer regi- 
ments and other details have deprived the companies 
and regiments of a large proportion of officers. This 
gives additional duty, and additional responsibility, to 
the officers who remain with their regular commands. 
They haye raw men under them, and lack the facilities 
for instructing them according to the requirements of 
the Regulations and the Drill Manual. The artillery 
are, to an unfortunate extent, without guns, except small 
arms, and the cavalry are not fully equipped. Under 
the circumstances great allowances should be made for 
officers who show zeal in discharge of duty, and officers 
on their part should give as little occasion as possible for 
excuse. The facts, so far as concerns the Department 
of Havana, are fully set forth in the abstract we this 
week complete of a report rendered by Lieut. Col. Philip 
Reade, Inspector General of the Department. It has 
been preceded by another report to the same effect from 
Col. Reade and others from Inspector General Brecken- 
ridge. 


Making due allowance, the Inspector Generals are evi- 
dently of the opinion that our Army is not receiving the 
instruction it requires and which regulations prescribe. 
There is a marked deficiency in the matter of rifle prac- 
tice, and this suggests that it might be wise to revive 
the old custom of having an Inspector of Rifle Prac- 
tice -at the Headquarters of the Army. What is 
evervbody’s business is nobody's business, and there 
is quite enough work for one man to stimulate activ- 
ity in this important department of military instruc- 
tion. There is danger that our Army may relapse into 
the apathy on the subject of instruction with the rifle 
which prevailed for some years after the close of our 
Civil War. We have always felt that it was a reproach 
to the Army that the stimulus to effort in the most im- 
portant department of military instruction should have 
come from the militia in the establishment of Creedmoor. 
We trust that there may be no occasion for a similar re- 
proach in the future. Only ignorance can excuse a fail- 
ure to realize the importance of the instruction the In- 
spector General shows to be so deficient, and our officers 
are not ignorant. The efforts of such men as General 
Wolseley, General Roberts and other English Army 
leaders, to enforce the lesson of the necessity for small 
arms instruction shows that the tendency to inertia af- 
fecting all bodies subject to routine must be constantly 
resisted if we would have an efficient Army. 





A railroad president is said to have declined to dis- 
miss a trusted employee who was detected in improper 
practices because he know now exactly what to expect 
of the man, and he would have to begin all over again 
with a new man to learn his ways. For a somewhat 
similar reason it is unwise to change military command- 
ers, except when it is certain that necessity requires it, 
and that change will bring improvement. We tried the 
plan of removing Army commanders, in obedience to pop- 
ular demand and Army demand, during our Civil War, 
and greatly to our disadvantage. ‘The impelling motives 
to that war were largely political, and it was not easy 
to discriminate between political and military necessities. 
To this, no doubt, some of the cuanges were due. But 
commander éueceeded commander, and blunders and de- 
feat followed with each, until the Administration, in 
sheer despair, finally settled on Grant, and gave him 
the support and opportunity none of his predecessors 
ever had. McClellan, Hooker, Burnside, Pope and 
Meade had each had their day, but not even Meade, who 
had won at Gettysburg, was offered the same oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate his capacity without regard to the 
tax laid upon the Government in men and money. 





It is well that this lesson of the Rebellion should be 
applied now. The war we are conducting in the Philip- 
pines is free from political complications. No one asks 
what are the politics of Otis, as they asked what ticket 
was voted by MecOlellan and his successors. The choice 
of commandere can be determined without embarrass- 
ment by purely military considerations. That General 
Otis has made mistakes we do not’ doubt, but is it not 


possible that he a So me 
errors through w experience es? General Otis 
has obviously been oversanguine, and the results accom- 
plished thus far are not 60 decisive as we hoped for. 
Still, it is possible that the forces of Aguinaldo may be 
in the condition of Johnston’s army on the second day 
at Shiloh, as described by Jordan, Beauregard’s Chief of 
Staff—like a lump of sugar saturated with water, retain- 
ing its shape, but about to dissolve. The Tagals obvious- 
ly understand to perfection the art of running away that 
they may live to fight another day, and we have our sus- 
picions that it has been policy rather than fear of our 
brave Volunteers that explains the completeness of some 
of our victories. General Otis has suffered embarraas- 
ment from having a force composed so largely of men 
whose term of service had expired, and who did not ex- 
pect to be called upon for anything but fighting. Under 
the best of circumstances the Volunteer is impatient of 
the routine of duties quite as essential to permanent sue- 
cess ae the encounters of the battlefield. With a larger 
force of regiments commanded by trained Regular soldiers, 
if they are composed of Volunteers, General Otis is in a 
much better position for action, and we hope to hear en- 
couraging news from Manila as soon as the rainy season 
is over. As we have already suggested, some plan 
should be adopted to relieve the General of the details 
of office work, in which he is too.much inclined to ab- 
sorb himself. He is an indefatigable worker, painstak- 
ing and conscientious, and men of that type sometimes 
lose the advantage which results from keeping the mind 
free from the larger view essential to euccess in great 
operations, 

We do not know what authority the New York “Times” 
has for its statement concerning General Otis that “there 
is much ground for believing the stories of the sedentary 
life led by the Commanding General, and that the War 
Department, without subjecting him to public criticism, 
will admonish him that the prime object to be achieved 
is to crush the armed Filipinos, and afterward attend to 
the minute things in civil administration that critics say 
might be left to subordinates with great advantage to the 
Government.” This is evidently in the nature of a shrewd 
guess, for we called attention some time ago to the fact 
that, if there was any mistake General Otis was ay to 
make, it was in the direction here indicated. 


Lieut. Col. J. D, Miley, in “Scribner's” for September, 
tells us how Malolos came to be chosen as Aguinaldo’s 
capital, after he found that he was not to be allowed to 
enter Manila. Malolos was the capital of the Balacan 
Kings, from whom Agnuinaldo now claims descent. And 
it was a center of the revolutionary movement against 
the Spaniards. Describing the place Col. Miley says: 
“Malolos lies in the heart of a valley of marvelous fer- 
tility, extending north from Manila, and is surrounded by 
fields, large and small, fringed with rows of bamboo and 
cultivated principally to rice. As one rides through this 
valley, with the beautiful, glossy-leaved mango trees 
dotting it in all directions, he cannot fail to be reminded, 
if he has seen them both, of the beautiful Santa Clara 
Valley of California, so much are they alike.” 








The “Army and Navy Gazette” of London thinks that 
Lieut. Parker, of the 13th U. 8. Inf. in his published 
views on “Tactical Organization and Uses of Machine 
Guns in the Field,” has considerably exceeded the limits 
of strict justification, disregarding the important fact 
that machine guns are, after all, only machine guns, just 
as artillery, cavalry and infantry and similarly separate 
factors, having each their proper share in the problems 
of attack or defence. That the old order must give place 
to the new is clearly the conclusion that must folldw 
the arguments employed if their accuracy be admitted, 
and the “Gazette” says it is amusing to note how the 
author takes care to warn us that a machine gun company 
cannot expect to “whip” a hostile army off its own bat. 
He evidently sees that he has laid himself open to the 
charge of having proved too much, but the “Gazette” 
thinks thie is exactly what he has done, However, 
although believing he has overestimated their influence, 
our English contemporary does not deny that Lieut. 
Varker has proved that machine guns are capable of doing 
great things, and that he has given us an immense 
amount of really sound teaching in what he has said 
about their employment. In a letter appearing elsewhere 
Lieut. Parker makes a correction of a statement appear- 
ing in his book. 





In an article in the August number of the “United 
Service Magazine” Lieut. Col. G. F. R. Henderson, 
Professor of Military History at the Staff College, states 
that battle formations in 1899 remain much the same as 
those of twenty years ago, and that the few alterations 
that have been introduced are due to the earlier contact 
between opposing forces brought about by the increased 
range and accuracy of weapons. Success, new as for- 
merly, should attend the Army that excels in the power 
to utilize ground to advantage, and avoids tactical dis- 
organization in broken country and by the fire of the 
enemy. Having regard to the fact that Sir John Moore 
successfully trained a brigade up toa standard of super- 
lative excellence, it should now be our aim to endow the 
whole of our troops with similar efficiency in order to se- 
cure the best fighting value from such numbers as we 
may have available.

The record is for 132 consecutive hours, 
during which the vessel averaged 9.9 knots per hour on 
a coal consumption of 10.2 tons per day, or 23.3 knots 
per ton of coal burned. The steaming radius developed 
was, at the speed noted, 5,245 knots on her bunkers full 
of coal. The bunker capacity of the Wheeling is 226 
tons of Pocahontas coal. The displacement of the ship 
is 1,000 tons. 


Capt. Charles S. Cotten, Comdr. F. J. Drake and 
Lieut. Comdr. T. 8S. Phelps, Jr., with Lieut. Samuel 
Strite as Judge Advocate, were appointed a Court of 
Inquiry on August 26, to investigate the responsibility 
for the shortage of coal on the U. 8S. S. Newark during 
her ran from Punta Arenas, Straits of Magellan, to the 
Chilian coast. 

The U. S. 8S. Montgomery, Comdr. Merrell, which ar- 
rived at Rio Janeiro August 27, reports having rescued 
the erew of the British steamer Nettleton, Capt. Vig- 
ers, from Norfolk July 25 for Rio Janeiro, which went 
aground at Marica, twenty miles east of the port. All 
the members of the Nettleton’s crew were saved. 

The bronze badger to ornament the U. 8. 8S. Wisconsin 
has been cast in Chicago, and weighs, with the shield 
upon which it rests, 1,200 pounds. The shield bears the 
State coat-of-arms, with the word “Forward,” the State’s 
motto. The whole is made from captured Spanish can- 
non, and the design is by Paul Kupper, a German artist 
of Milwaukee. 

At the Navy Yard, New York, the U. 8. 8. Detroit, 
which has been undergoing repairs, is nearly ready for 
service. Work on the Atlanta still continues. The east- 
ern wall of dry dock No. 2 has been torn out to the same 
extent as the western wall, and great cavities have been 
made back of the places formerly occupied by the altars 
and stringers. The excavations will be carried down to 
the bottom of the dock before any attempt at recon- 
struction is made. The collier Marcellus is to be ueed 
by the inventors of an apparatus for coaling ships at 
sea for a series of demonstrations which will take place 
off Sandy Hook in a short time. In order to destroy 
the eddy at the entry to the Yard, which carries the 
sewage and drift from the river into Wallabout chan- 
nel, Civil Engr. P. C. Asserson, U. 8S. N., has prepared 
plans for a pier of concrete and masonry to extend 200 
feet out into the river from the extreme end of the cob 
dock, ‘This pier is intended to deflect the currents along 
that side of the river 60 as to destroy the eddy.

TRIAL OF THE ALABAMA. 

A report of the builders’ trial of the U. 8S. battleship 
Alabama on Aug. 29, off Delaware Bay, over a distance 
of eleven and a half knots, states that in the last of the 
four runs made over this distance, she reached a rate of 
speed of 17.2 knots per hour. This speed was obtained 
under forced draught, 165 pounds of steam and 113% 
revolutions of the propellers. The wind at the time fa- 
vored the vessel, blowing aos from the northeast. 

The run ET! preceding the last one was made 
at the rate of 15.43 knots an hour. weather conditions 
being reversed. This makes the average speed for the 
two runs under forced drgueht 16.23 knots per hour. 
Her builders, the Messrs. Cramp, of Philadelphia, con- 
sider the trial very satisfactory, especially as the hull of 
the vessel under water could not have been in very 
condition, not having been cleaned for over a year. 
ventilating system in the fire rooms will, probably, have 
to be made more effective. After the run the Alabama re- 
turned to the yards of Messrs. Cramp at Philadelphia, 
where she will be made ready for her official trial trip. 








The relations between the Transvaal and Wngland dur- 
ing the week have continued at an acute tension. The 
chief feature of the recent developments was the ship- 
ment of war supplies across neutral countries, despite 
Great Britain’s protests. 





ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL. 


TREASURY DECISIONS. 

The Auditor for the Navy Department has recently 
decided that marine officers appointed from Civil life 
are not entitled to mileage on joining their station of 
first assignment. The question arose in the case of 
Lieut. William H. Parker, who reported, as directed, 
to the commandant of the Boston Navy Yard. The 
Paymaster of the Marine Corps paid him $36.64 mile- 
age from Washington to Boston. In the settlement 
of Col. Goodloe’s account the account was suspended 
under Paragraph 1334, Army Regulations, 1895, Para- 
graph 1115, Army Regulations, 1863, approved by 
Congress providing that “citizens receiving military ap- 


pointments to join their stations without expense to 
the public.” This week a decision was rendered by the 
Controller of the Treasury in which he disapproves the 
action of the Auditor. The Controller holds in part as 
follows: 

“It is understood that only a few have been appointed 
to the Marine Corps from civil life, and that no well 
defined practice has arisen with reference to the allow- 
ance or disallowance of mileage under the circumstances 
above detailed in the case of Lieut. Parker and the pro- 
posed disallowance by the Auditor by him, which is re- 
quired by the Act of July 31, 1894, to be certified to the 
Controller for his approval, disapproval of modification. 

“The general rule is that an officer is entitled to the 
salary of his position, including its emoluments and al- 
lowances, from date when he accepts the appointment 
and places himself in a position to assume the duties of 
his office, unless prevented by some provision of law to 
the contrary. The practice of not allowing traveling 
expenses to civilian appointees in the Army on going 
on their first duty stations after appointment, seems to 
have had early recognition in Army Regulations, and 
Paragraph 1004, Army Regulations, of 1857, specifically 
provides that such appointees should bear their own ex- 
penses in reporting at their first stations after appoint- 
ment. The same provision was carried into Paragraph 
1115, Army Regulations, of 1863. Section 37 of the 
Act or July on 1866, cited by the Anditor, provides 
that: 

“The Secretary of War be, and he is hereby directed, 
to have prepared and to report to Congress at its next 
session a code of regulations for the government of the 
Army and of the militia in actual service, which shall 
embrace all necessary orders and forms of a general 
character for the performance of all duties incumbent 
on officers and men in the military service, including 
rules for the government of courts-martial. The exist- 
ing regulations to remain In force until Congress shall 
have acted on said report. 

“No new regulations were reported or acted upon as 
contemplated and the Act of 1866 has been construed, as 
giving to the Army Regulations of 1863 the force and 
effect of law. Whether this legislative recognition gave 
the regulations of 1863 and greater force than those 
now existing, may be a question; but thé provision that 
civilians receiving military appointments should join 
their first stations without expense to the Governinent, 
has been continued in subsequent editions of the Army 
Regulations, and is now regarded as a part of the 
general law relating to such appointments, 

“The Act of June 10, 1896, quoted from by the 
Auditor, gave to the officers of the Marine Corps the 
same mileage for travel under orders without troops as 
was then given to officers of the Navy for similar travel, 
and not such mileage as the latter might thereafter re- 
ceive by reason of future changes in the law. e offi- 
cers of the Marine Corps, not being included among the 
otlicers of the Navy whose allowances were made the 
same, except as to forage, as officers in the Army of 
corresponding rank, are stili entitled to the Navy rates 
of mileage in force June 10, 1896 (Keppler vs. United 
States, 27 Ct. Cl., 482). 

“No reason is seen, therefore, why they should not 
be paid mileage in the sume manner, as naval officers 
were paid that allowance in 1896, or why they should 
not be paid according to Army practice. I am aware 
of no special legislation which would remove officers of 
the Marine Corps from the operations of the general 
rule, that persons appointed to office, and who have ac- 
cepted their appointments and qualified, become officials 
from such date, and are entitled to pay and allowances 
of their position, including mileage for travel performed 
under orders, where mileage is allowed. The item for 
mileage should, therefore, be allowed in the settlement 
of Col. Goodloe’s accounts, provided it is otherwise cor- 
rect. The proposed decision of the Auditor is disap- 
proved,” 

In answer to a communication from Paymaster. L. 
Hunt, of the Navy, who requests a decision on certain 
points respecting pay of officers, the Controller rendered 
an opinion recently, using the case of P. A. Paymaster 
1. J. Cheatham, who brought the subject up for con- 
sideration. The Controller holds that the two expres- 
sions “present pay” and payment “under existing law” 
amount to the same thing. Pay “under ere J law 
is the pay which the officer was receiving when the new 
law would, but for such provision, have reduced it, and 
te that extent only is the officer excepted from the opera- 
tions of the general provisions of the personnel act. 
When an officer, after the personnel act went into effect, 
is promoted to a new grade, having a higher rate of 
pay under the old law, such higher rate of pay is not 
the “present pay,” which the priviso quoted is designed 
to continue in force. It is there held that if Mr. 
Cheatham is promoted to be a Paymaster before Aug. 22, 
1899, he will not be entitled to the pay of a Paymaster 
of the first five years under the old law; but inasmuch 
as his pay computed according to the new law would 
still be leas than the amount he was receiving June 30, 
1899, in his grade of Passed Assistant Paymaster, the 
new act will not operate to reduce his pay below that 
amount, but he will continue to receive the same pay 
he was then receiving until his pay by length of service 
under the new law will equal or exceed this amount. 

In a decision rendered by the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury this week it is held that a person enlisted in the tem- 
porary foree of the Navy for the war with Spain with 
the provision that the Department will grant discharge 
if requested before the termination of enlistment if the 
exigencies of the service permit, and who is discharged 
at his own uest because hie service is no longer re- 
quired, has fulfilled his contract of enlistment. and is 
entitled to extra pay on discharge granted by the Gen- 
eral Deficiency Act of March 3, 1899. The case was 
that of Ludwig F. Michaelis, late a machinist, second 
class, who presented a claim for two months’ extra pay. 

Replying to a communication from the Commandant 
of the Marine Corps the Comptroller of the Treasury 
writes as follows: “I see no objection to your using fuel 
purchased for the Marine Corps in supplying fuel to of- 
fieers of the Navy, who, under the Personne! Act, are 
entitled to be furnished fuel in kind in the same man- 
ner as officers of the Army, and reimbursing the Marine 
Corps from the Appropriation aw of the Navy,’ a« 
suggested by the Paymaster General. Whether the fuel 
should be furnished by the Quartermaster’e Department 
of the Marine Corps or by officers of the Navy assigned 
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is a question of executive administration 
with which this office has no concern, except to the ex- 
tent that it involves an expenditure of money. Regard- 
ing. the manner of keeping the fuel accounts, aonre to 
call your attention to the act of March which 
divested the accounting officers of the Treasury of all 
jurisdiction over property accounts, section 4 of which 
act vides that the heads of the several de ts 
shall be empowered to make and enforce regulations to 
earry ont the provisions of the act. I have, therefore, 
no authority to advise you as to the manner in whichi 
these accounts should be kept.” 

Samuel W. Stratton, a former Lieutenant in the Navy, 
— from the action of the Auditor disallowing” his 
claim for $128 as mi from Chicago to Key West, 
Fla. The Auditor disallowed the claim for the reason 
stated as follows: * claimant performeu the travel 
before he accepted his appointment as an in the 
Navy.” ‘ontroller holds that upon the statement 
made by the Bureau of Navigation, he is of*the opinion 
that Stratton should be regarded as having a ed his 
ay upon entry upon duty May 24, 1898.

Tremendous sums of money will be asked of Congress 
this session for the support and maintenance of the naval 
service. Estimates have now been prepared by the var- 
ious bureaus for submission to the Recreters and while 
they will be greatly reduced the facts remain that the 
Navy will require a vastly greater sum of money to main- 
tain it in future than heretofore, even on a peace 8. 
Every bureau of the Department in its estimates shows 
that the appropriations must be largely advanced in order 
that the service may be efficiently maintained. Constr. 
Hichborn asks for $5,000,000 alone for repairing ships; 
in previous years he has got along with one or one and a 
half millions. He asks also for $18,000,000 for new 
ships. Admiral Melville wants a good deal of money for 
his department, and the Navigation Bureau has estimates 
for clerical hire and other expenses incident to the estab- 
lishment of naval stations at Havana, San Juan, Cavite, 
and the administration of the government at Guam. 
where a naval officer is governor. The country will find 
out that to maintain a first class navy in first class con- 
dition requires large amounts of money. 





WHO BLUNDERED HERE? 


Some interesting testimony will no doubt be presented 
before the court of inquiry at the Mare Island Navy Yard 
now investigating the causes which led to the serious 
predicament of the Newark recently in southern waters 
that nearly caused the loss of that shin. It will be re- 
called that after passing through the Straits the Newark 
encountered a severe hurricane and was driven far south 
of her course: Her coal practically gave out and she was 
enabled to reach some small Chilian pori only after great 
difficulty, where communication was had with the Chilian 
Naval authorities and a sunvply forwarded to the st 
vessel. he blame for this shortage of coal seems to rest 
on the commanding officer or the Chief Engineer, althou 
private advices received in Washington. show that the 
engineer urged Cant. Goodrich to fill his bunkers at Sandy 
Point in the Straits before »roceeaing to the Pacific. 
From these advices it appears that the Newark coaled 
last at Montiviueo, although her full supply was nearly 
200 tons short when she sailed. It was expected a stop 
would be made, as is customary, at Sandy Point, where 
coal would ve again taken on. Capt. Goodrich, however, 
failed to stop and continued on. The Chief Engineer, 
however, it is claimed, insisted that there was not suffi- 
cient coal in the vessel to enable the Newark to reach 
Valparaiso, except under the most favorable weather con- 
ditions. When the vessel finally reached the Chilian port 
there were but 13 tons on board and wood was cut on 
shore and fed into the furnaces to keep steam up. - As the 
Newark carries no sail power she was practically help- 
less when the little out of the way port was reached, and 
but for Chilian assistance would have no doubt been in a 
most serious situation. The court will determine who 
~—_ responsible for this dereliction of duty on somebody's 
part.

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HOW ONE MAN SERVED HIS COUNTRY. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

He had been a Lieutenant in the Texas Volunteer 
Guard in which he had served for many years and was an 
enthusiastic and well posted soldier. By profession he 
was an attorney at law and as he had traveled much in 
Mexico and South America he spoke Spanish fluently and 
had acquired a liberal education. Just before the break- 
ing out of the Spanish war he had had a disagreement 
with his captain and had resigned to preserve his self- 
respect. At the time he was suftering from serious eye 
trouble and was forbidden bv the specialist who had 
undertaken to cure him of his most painful affection, to- 
enlist in the Volunteers if he would preserve his ree. 
His beloved command went to the war without him and, 
while most of the people of the town knew the reason for 
his stay at home, there were some who scoffed at his 
courage and sneered at his well known ability as an offi- 
cer. An enthusiast on military subjects, bred in garrison 
towns, knowing all the ins and outs of army life, thirstin 
for glory in the defence of the flag he loved so well, he suf- 
fered indescribable mental agonv. 

About this time a company was sent to garrison the 
town in which he lived. e officers had had no training 
to fit them for service such as this, the company was away 
from its base of supplies and the men suffered. Our 
friend, at this juncture, offered his services, placed his 
knowledge of army regulations at the Captain’s command, 
taught the pateg Quartermaster and Commissary how to 
draw supplies when on detached service and solved many 
other knotty problems. The Lieutenant Colonel appoint- 
ed to command the post saw and recognized his ability and 
requested that he serve in the capacity of Post Adjutant, 
and this young lawyer accepted, and for six months faith- 
fully gave his time to the instruction of a company of his 
country’s troops without hope of reward. He was loved 
by the men and respected by the officers, who all recog- 
nized the ability of o whe, though anxious to fight for 
the country, was prevented by his infirmities from doing 
so, but who, nevertheless, did all he could in the service 
of his country and made the men he instructed more fit to 
be called soldiers—and all this without pay. 

When the war was nearly over, but before any one ° 
knew that it was so near its close, he became convalescent 
and finally recovered from his illness, and then he applied 
for a commission. Unfortunately he was too late; the 
war was over. 

Why should not this man be sent to the Philippines, 
should he wish to go? le is immune and a soldier. 
His name is H. B. Spinelli and the officer who commanded 
the post at Corpus Christi, Texas, where the events above 
related took place, is Brig. Gen. Richard Cocke, T. V. G., 
late Lieutenant Colonel 3d Texas Vol. Inf., who will tes- 
tify to the truth of this article.

CALIFORNIA. 
August 23, 1809. 

While the returning Volunteers are pouring into the 
garrison full of tales of battle and carnage in Manila 
and anxious to deff the military blue, the camps side 
by side with them are filling with young recruits eager 
for the Philippine service and all aglow at the adven- 
turous future they crave. The garrison will soon be so 
speckled with tents and soldiers that it will be hard to 
find a space to walk between them, The casuals and 
recruits are still a growing body, which increases more 
rapidly than it is thinned out by outgoing transports, 

There have been several cases of diphtheria developed 
in the garrison. ‘They are not of a serious nature and 
every care is being taken to see that the disease does 
not spread, and the sanitation of the camps is well looked 
after. 

The Colorado regiment left a goodly percentage of 
their effects and men in Manila. Fifty of the enlisted 
men re-enlisted in the new Volunteer regiments, and 
ninety-seven others remained behind as civilians to try 
their luck in the islands. 

Three S-inch rifles for the battery opposite the ceme- 
tery have arrived. The work of mounting these goes on 
somewhat slowly, owing to the occasional loss of some 
of the 1,000 small pieces in which the guns come. The 
Nebraska regiment goes out with a total of 851 men and 
45 officers. They were a full regiment when they left 
home, and have been thinned out by sickness and death, 
and those of their regiment who elected to remain in 
the Philippines. 

The Colorado regiment is preparing to welcome the 
Californians in the most cordial manner. The boys 
have decorated their tents with Christmas greens and 
palms in honor of the regiment, which is so dear to 
Californians. The palms on the tents make a very pic- 
turesque, tropical effect, with little suggestion of the 
fogs and winds of the Golden Gate. 

Maj. John Parker, of the 40th Inf., left Wednes- 
day for Fort Riley. Maj. Robert H. Noble, of General 
Shafter’s staff, entertained Gov. Thomas, of Colorado, 
and his staff Friday morning in the garrison. Maj. B. 
©. Lockwood, and Capt. W. H. Kell, 22d Inf., have ar- 
rived in the garrison and reported for duty with the 
casuals, 

2d Lieut. Eurubian H. Rubottom, 9th Cav., who has 
been on temporary duty for some time, left Monday 
for Denver, Colo.

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 

Alaskan waters seem to be furnishing the Revenue 
Cutter Service with plenty of excitement these days. 
We told in our issue of Aug. 26 of the 4,000-mile tow- 
ing voyage of the Rush, and now we find equally inter- 
esting incidents recorded in the report sent to Capt. 
Shoemaker, chief of the service, by Lieut. D. H. Jarvis, 
the commanding officer of the cutter Bear, on that ves- 
sel’s cruise along Alaskan shores. The report was dated 
at St. Michaels, July 20. It is devoted mainly to the 
story of an attempt to buy reindeer and carry them 
to places in the northern part of Alaska, where the 
animals are needed by the settlers. 

At-Gen. Skobeleff harbor, in the heart of the reindeer 
country, on July 6 and 1, 112 reindeer were taken on 
board the vessel. When the Bear rounded Oliutorski, a 
strong west wind and a heavy sea were encountered. 
Many of the animals were taken sick and some of the 
calves died of sea-sickness. The Bear landed at Port 
Clarence, Thirty of the reindeer had died. 

The reindeer were driven overland to Point Rodney.

Many stories were heard at Bering Straits, of terrible 
suffering among the le. Scurvy broke out among 
them in the spring of 1508, and many deaths resulted. 
About 300 people were encamped at Hotham Inlet in a 
da eondition. Surg. Hawley and Lieut. Bertholf 
were sent to this camp and they returned to the vessel 
with thirty-two persons who were affected with scurvy. 
Some of these would not have survived long without 
medical attendance. From 225 to persons were still 
in the camp, many of them had little or no food 
and no means with which to procure it. All the destitute 
were brought to the vessel. . 

Lieut. Jarvis describes the rush of ple to Kotzebue 
Sound in search of gold. Many totally unfitted to stand 
the hard conditions and climate, rushed to the countr 
during the n season of 1 In the homeward rush 
in the fall of "98, many were drowned in the swift cur- 
rents of the river, others lost their lives during the win- 
ter from the cold, and in the spring scurvy broke out in 
nearly all the camps. ‘ , 

Lieut. Jarvis enclosed with his report a list of forty- 
eight deaths. ‘These he gathered from the people at 
Hotham Inlet. The eighty-three persons who were taken 
on board the Bear at Kotbebue Sound were turned over 
to the military authorities at St. Michaels on July 28. 


ALASKA AND THE ALEUTIAN ISLANDS. 

We are permitted to publish the following letter from a 
medical officer now on duty in Alaska: 

Vancouver, B. C., February —, 1899. 

During the last year I have visited every piace having 
inhabitants in Alaska. 

From the time you leave Seattle until you reach the 
Lynn Canal the steamer route is by what is known as 
the “Inland Passage,” a thousand miles in length, and 
which for scenery has no equal—uniless it is the inland 
Sea of Japan, The ship winds its way among the in- 
numerable small islands, each of which is surrounded by 
deep water passages; at times these passages become 
rapids, and are 60 narrow that you could throw a stone 
ashore. ‘The waters are well stocked with salmon, hali- 
but and other fish much sought after in the East. The 
islands are densely covered with yellow cedar, pine and 
spruce, and deer and bear abound, also geese and ducks 
for those who shoot. The trees—spruce, hemlock and 
cedar—in the winter are still green (owing, perhaps, to 
the unusual amount of rain that falls in this country), 
und stand out of the snow in relief, making a beautiful 
picture, 

As you go north you find the islands larger and more 
mountainous, but still densely wooded. The western 
part of Alaska bordering on the Pacific, the great for- 
ests disappear, and instead a few trees of stunted 
growth; high mountains are seen, among which toweis 
the Mt. S. Elias Range. While the ship lay at Ya- 
kutst, which is twenty miles from the mountain, it was 
my good fortune to see the sunrise, and as Mt. St. Elias 
was covered with snow, the reflection of the sunbeams 
on the peak was a magnificent sight. Cook’s Inlet, an 
indentation on the coast pear by, has a rise and fall of 
tide of thirty feet. At the base of Mt. St. Elias is Ma- 
laspina Glacier, which is forty miles in width by sixty 
in length. Kadiak Island, situated just south of the 
Alaska peniusula, is famous for its salmon. Karluk, its 
chief town, has the largest salmon cannery in the wortd. 

The Aleutian Islands, consisting of several distinct 
groups, are all of voleanic origin. On Unalaka Island 
ure situated Dutch Harbor and Unalaska. Both ports 
are the rendezvous of the sealing and whaling vessels, 
also steamers on their way to St. Michaels. While the 
ship was at Dutch Harbor a voleano on Akuton Island 
discharged an immense amount of lava, cinders and fire. 
The eruption was a most superb sight to behold during 
the following evening, the fire ascending heavenward 
about two hundred feet, and, lighting up the harbor, ex- 
hibited a strange, weird magnificence at night time. 

In the Bering Sea is a group of islands, the Pribiloff. 
and consist of St. Paul, St. George and smaller ones. 
On these are caught and killed the greater part of seals. 
which furnish the most highly prized sealskin. The 
islands are controlled by the North American Fur Com- 
mercial and Trading Company, who obtained the ex- 
clusive right for a period from our Govenment. This 
company maintains a native guard to protect the seals 
from the potter sealers, who unlawfully raid the rookeries 
at every opportunity. These rookeries are located on 
the rocky sides of the islands, and here breed the count- 
less multitudes of seals. You can see them in all stages 
from the baby to the immense bull. These animals are 
nomads, and as winter approaches, the greater part of 
the herd migrate to the warmer waters off the coast of 
California and Mexico, but return to Bering Sea 
during the spring and summer months. The methods 
used to kill them and procure the skins are quite simple. 
Natives drive the beste up the grassy slope of the hill- 
side and separate the old bulls, the females and young, 
from the males, who have reached the age of three years 
(a singular thing is, no white man can accurately judge 
the age of these young bachelors as readily as the na- 
tives). After gathering the males (of the proper age), 
the natives kill them with long clubs, the seals making 
little effort to preserve life. Their «kulls aré very fra- 
gile, and one well-directed blow is all that is required, 
They are then skinned, and the skins are salted and kept 
green until plucked, when they are dyed and tanned and 
ready for use. St. Michaels, Alaska, was originally a 
trading post for the Russians, and later the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company, but after the discovery of gold in the 
Klondike it me quite a town and embarking place 
for all travel by steamers going to Daweon City via the 
Yukon River, which is but a short distance away (that 
is one of its many mouths, for the Yukon delta extends 
150 miles). 

We arrived on July 3 last year, and found about 
thirty-five vessels, the greater part large steamers, one 
of which was the Roanoke of the Old Dominion line, 
which I saw at Old Point Comfort while on the Katah- 
din. They were awaiting the arrival of the river eteam- 
ers, one of which came in next day, having aboard three 
million in dust and nuggets, the property of the Alaska 
Commercial Company. The Wheeling anchored at 10 
p. m., and the sun was still shining. At 12:30 a. m. the 
eun rose again, making about twenty-three hours of day- 
light. This is about 3 degrees north of St. Petersburz. 
Russia, but I found the weather quite warm—that is, in 
summer, though the thermometer ranges as low in win- 
ter as below zero. 

Juneau is the largest city in Alaska, with a population 
of about four thousand. It is situated at the base of a 
mountain, which surrounds it on three sides, the other 
side facing on the harbor. Some of the streets seem to 








run perpendicularly up the mountain side, O it 
Juneau ie Do Toland. on Which is aituated the 
Treadwe 


li mine, which has the largest stamp mill for 
ore in the world. The quartz is not very rich in gold, 
but it is obtained in such large quantities that the mine 
is One of the best paying investments made by the Roth. 
childs, who employ about twenty-five hundred hands. 

kaguay is but slightly smaller than Juneau, and is 
the starting point for Klondikers over the Chilkoot and 
White ses. It has all the improvements of a moder 
town. It is the terminus of a railroad over White Pass, 
so those who desire can ride in Pullmans, so to speak, 
over the mountain range, a short while ago a wilderness, 
and from there take a steamer to Dawson, , 

This is the winter route, though when the Yukoii is 
frozen sledge are used instead of boats. Sitka is the 
capital, and is situated on Baranoff Island, faci the 
Pacific, on a body of water called the Gulf of: Sitka, 
Here are located all the Government buildings, custom 
house, land office, district jail, marine barracks and ® so- 
called naval hospital, in charge of the Senior Medica) 
Officer of this ship. We have attached a Passed Assist- 
ant Surgeon, Assistant Surgeon, two hospital stewards, a 
hospital qyetion first class, and one hospital ap- 
prentice. e Passed Assistant Surgeon has the hos- 
pital in charge, and has a hospital steward and hospital 
apnrentice as assistants. 

The climate of Sitka is a moderate one, it rarely reach. 
ing zero in winter, but it is eternally raining here. li 
seems that three hundred days of the year are wet ones. 





FROM OUR MANILA CORRESPONDENT. 
Manila, P. L., July 17, 1899. 

With weather registering a rainfall of 7.8 inches in 
a single day between 10 a. m. and 10 p. m., there is 
naturally much sickness in the Army. Some of the regi- 
ments coming in from duty away from here, which has 
been prolonged between four and five months, are in 
very bad shape. Randolph’s Battery, 3d Art., is im bad 
shape, but it is felt that they will quickly recuperate, 
as their exposed campaigning will not be resumed prol- 
ably till fall, and regular sleep and rations will soon 
put them straight. Capt. Randolph himself shows ani 
presents a strong contrast to his former smart appear- 
ance, 

Of Admiral Watson’s accident, you will no doubt have 
heard before this reaches you. Last Wednesday, July 
12, his launch, the Undina, attempted to go up the 


river under the bridge of Spain, and was thrown by the 
strong current then setting down, steaming out of her 
course and swinging around against a line from a vessel 
lying @t anchor near, her smoke stack and her awning 
were both carried away. A man in the boat was thrown 
overboard, but later picked up from the other side o! 
the launch. The Admiral was seated, as usual, in the 
forward part of the boat, a most dangerous position. 
Though receiving no physical injury, still the shock to 
his nerves was such as to bring on an acute illness the 
next day, and much anxiety is felt regarding him. His 
heart is not over strong, and has been seriously affected 
by this catastrophe. The orders of the medical officer 
of the fleet was that no business of any nature is to be 
referred to him, and in every way he isto be kept as 
free from physical or mental effort. 

Maj. Goodale, of the 23d Inf., left for home July 10 
macs regretted by the many friends made by him while 
ere. 

Staying at the Hotel Oriente is Mrs. Whitmarsh, a 
daughter of Quartermaster Smith, of St. Louis, who 
was married here. Her husband is with his regiment at 
San Fernando. 

Mrs. Elliot has given up her house in Ermita, and 
leaves, with her son Malcolm soon for Japan. Another 
son, who was with the Ist California, was nursed back 
to life by her and then invalided home. The younger one. 
who is now with his mother, was most anxious to enlist 
in the Regular Army after he was discharged from the 
1st California, but could not pass the physical examina- 
tion. Lieut. Comdr Elliot has recently been detached 
from the Monocacy, and ordered to the Navy Yard at 
Cavite as Captain of the Yard. 

The lack of mail facilities is a subject of much grum- 
bling. Letters sent to Manila, addressed to go by a cer- 
tain steamer, are held up in San Francisco, and sent in- 
stead by a slow transport. It does not seem fair to our 
soldiers and sailors that they should be deprived of the 
pleasure of home news by post office economy or some 
question of red tape between the Army, Navy and Post- 
office Department. The same grievance exists at this 
end of the line, and letters lie piled up in Manila waiting 
for an old Army transport instead of being sent by mail 
boats to Hong Kong or Yokohama. 

One of the converted Spanish gunboats, the Leyte, 
rune between here and Cavite, making two trips a day 
when weather will permit. For the past month, how- 
ever, there has been so much stormy weather that it 
was im ible to make either of the trips. One hears 
of much discomfort aboard the ships at Cavite during 
this rainy season, a ship never being a happy place dur- 
ing the rain. A recent order is to the effect that two 
more of the sunken gunboats of the Spanish fleet are to 
be soon raised, and will be repaired and put in com- 
mission. These small boats are most valuable for patrol 
duty in the bays and rivers of the islands, being built 
by the Spaniards for this very duty. 

A recent order issued from the flagship limiting serv- 
ice on a monitor to one year, is felt to be a most timely 
one. A year on one of these floating iron cheese boxes 
in this latitude is about as much of this world’s purga- 
tory as even the most devout Catholic cares to introduce 
in his life. 

The Yorktown left Cavite on July 12 for Hong Kong 
to be docked. During the last week all the ships left 
Manila, and were assembled in Cavite, the point of land 
outside making a better shelter than is possible at Ma- 
nila. The flagship and the supply ship were the last to 
xo, but even they were forced to move from within ty- 
phoon distance. As it is, they get the effects at long 
canes at Cavite, but, of course, in an immeasurably less 
degree.

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JUSTICE TO THE ARTILLERY AT SANTIAGO. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: ’ 
Official reports have recently fallen under my notice 
which show that two statements with reference to the 
artillery at Santiago, contained in my book, “The Gat- 
lings at Santiago,” were incorrect. These statements 
were that the artillery fired only four shots from San 
Juan Hill on the morning of July 2, and that they “with- 
drew with more haste than dignity.” I have received 
information, on authority of Captains Best and Park- 
hurst, two of the battery commanders, that the artillery 
fired on this oceasion at least one hundred shots, and 
was Withdrawn without confusion or unnecessary haste 
by orders from higher authority. Official reports sus- 
tain these statements, and I accept them as unquestion- 
ably true. These official reports were not published until 
after “The Gatlings at Santiago” was published, and I 
did not see them until after Aug. 1, 1899. A _ revision 
of the book in question has been made correcting these 
errors, and incorporating this and other new information.

At that time the six 
Cressys and four Drakes, and probably others, will fig- 
ure in the British fleets. Once more we shall have in- 
vented and perfected a new type of warship, and by our 
slowness of construction shall have lost the advantage 
of it.” Probably if we were separated by only a nar- 
row channel from a great sea power, we might more 
clearly see the folly of the Congressional procrastina- 
tion and ill-judged economy in the matter of armor 
vhich have interfered so much with the legitimate prog- 
ress of our Navy. There is a class of statesmen who be- 


ieve that the best economy is to wait till your rivala.

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THE DRBYFUS TRIAL. 

We find in the “Eclair,” of Paris, of Aug. 8, an ap- 
peal to the bloody past in a copy of an order issued dur- 
ing the French Revolution. Translated it is as follows:

“The more guilty Dreyfus is,” says the “Eclair,” 
“the more his acquittal will show the hand of power 
that the Jews and Protestants have laid on public af- 
fairs—parliament, the courts, the press, the Govern- 
ment, the Blysee and the rest. 

“Let the judges at Rennes reply as the Revolution 
would have replied!” 

The Dreyfus trial is progressing with its daily crop 
of new sensations. As we predicted, the worthlessness 
of the testimony of the handwriting experts was prompt- 
ly shown. M. Bertillon appeared on the stand fortified 
with all sorts of apparatus to prove the correctness of 
his chirographic theory, but his elaborate system of 
guesses was riddled by a few questions and he was 
laughed out of court. Generals Roget and Mercier 
seem now to be the chief opponents of Dreyfus, and 
the air has been full of rumors of the government's in- 
tention to arrest Mercier after the trial, a suggestion 
that is accompanied by penny-dreadful threatenings of 
n conp @etat with Mercier at the head, but we opine 
that he would cut a sorry figure as the long-looked for 
“man on horseback.” 

The confusion at the trial is not the fault of the mili- 
tary. It is inherent in the French judicial system. In 
French law the burden of proof is on the accused. He 
is considered guilty until he proves himself innocent. 
This puts Dreyfus in the difficult position of trying to 
youve a negative. If he doesn’t succeed in this impossi- 
jility it will be enough. in the minds of the French 
judges, to damn him. There are no French rules of 
evidence. Almost anything is put in as evidence, hear- 
say, innuendo, rambling tales, quotations.from letters, and 
anything that in the judgment of the witness bears on the 
case in question. An appeal can be based only on the 





question of procedure or interpretation of law. A _ wit- 
ness can refuse to reply to a question. The Court of 
Cassation has no relation to the court-martial. It can, 


however, receive a petition from the accused's counsel, 
if new evidence has been found, or if a rule of procedure 
has been violated, as was the case in the first court- 
martial. So far during the present court-martial there 
has been no such violation. f Dreyfus is found guilty, 
the decision will be final.

- BRITAIN’S NEW BATTLESHIP. 

The new British battleship Vengeance, which was 
launched July 25, is of the first-class and though not so 
large as the largest battleships, has a displacement of 
12.950 tons. The launch was very successful. As the 
Vengeance went down the ways she weighed 8,000 tons. 
She had four check anchors on each side, hung by 
chains frum single eyes carried on plates riveted to her 
sides. These anchors successfully checked her progress, 
and she was speedily taken in hand by tugs. The build- 
ers claim that the Vengeance will be the first battleship 
tv have been constructed throughout by one single firm, 
for the company will have built the hull and supplied 
armor plate, engines, boilers and armament. Her armor 
consists of a belt of nickel steel cemented plate 6 inches 
thick. This extends for 196 feet of her length amid- 


ships, and it has a Vertical depth of 14 feet, ot which 
9 feet is above and 5 feet below water line. he ends 
of the port and starboard sides of the belt are con- 
nected together by nickel steel plates varying in thick- 
ness from 12 inches to 8 inches. There is a protective 
deck of 2-inch steel running the whole length of the ves- 
sel, and being widened out over the ram. She will have 
four 12-inch wire guns, weighing 46 tons each, mounted 
in pairs and carried in circular barbettes 37 feet in 
diameter. The upper portions of the barbettes will have 
12-inch armor, and those lower down 6-inch armor. There 
will also be twelve 6-inch quick-firing guns and thirty 
guns of smaller caliber, including 12-pounder quick- 
firers. The G-inch guns will be plated in casemates 
having 6-inch armor. The angle of fire for the main 
deck casemates is 120 degrees, and the forward and aft 
guus will be able to fire mght ahead, and right astern 
respectively. There will be eight of these casemates on 
the main deck, and four on the upper deck. There are 
to be four submerged torpedo tubes to take 18-inch tor- 
pedoes. The 12-inch guns can be loaded in any posi- 
tion of training or elevation, and can fire one shot each 
per minute. 

The engines are triple-expansion, with cylinders 30 
inches, 49 inches and 80 inches, by 4 feet 3 inch stroke, 
and have their cranks set at 120 degrees apart, the 
high-pressure cylinders being placed forward and the low- 
pressure cylinders aft in the two engines.. The screw 
shaft is hollow, and varies in diameter from 15% inches 
to 17% inches, and the central hole varies from 8% 
inches to 10 inches inside diameter. There is a thrust 
surface of 1,800 square inches for each shaft. There 
will be two main and two auxiliary condensers, the 
former having 14,500 square feet, and the latter 2.000 
square feet of cooling surface. ‘The Belleville boilers 
will have economizers fitted to each. The total heating 
surface will be 33,770 square feet. The vessel will be 
provided with two funnels, set 12 feet apart fore and 
aft, and two masts fitted with fighting tops. The fun- 
nels will be 11 feet in diameter, and will rise 90 feet 
from the grate level. ‘The coal capacity is 1,900 tons, 
and the- vessel will be fitted with air-compressing en- 
gines for hoisting the boats in, two refrigerating ma- 
chines, two coal hoists, five ash hoists, five blowing 
engines, and steam and electric machinery for lighting, 
ventilation, ete. The Vengeance has been built after 
designs of Sir William White, and closely resembles the 
Canopus type.
